This  report  is  submitted  in  aooordanoe  with  Circular  1/66  (wales) 
dated  January  1966  and  follows  the  pattern  of  previous  years*  Any  changes 
in  the  servioes  provided  are  mentioned  in  the  body  of  the  report* 

The  population  of  the  town  showed  an  increase  from  170,160  to  170,990, 
this  is  the  highest  figure  recorded*  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
during  the  year  was  704* 

The  live  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  16*9  per  1,000  population,  a 
reduction  on  that  for  the  previous  year  17»1#  The  oomparable  figures  far 
England  and  Wales  is  18*1  per  1,000  population* 

The  stillbirth  rate  15«00  per  1,000  total  births  shows  a continued 
deoline  since  1961  and  compares  with  a rate  of  16*00  for  England  and  Wales* 

The  number  of  people  who  died  was  2,182  oompared  with  2,108  for  the 
previous  year*  The  orude  death  rate  was  12*8  per  1,000  population  oompared 
with  11*5  for  England  and  Wales*  The  number  of  people  who  died  from  all 
forms  of  cancer  was  423*  Of  these  97  persons  died  from  oanoer  of  the  lung 
or  bronchus  as  oompared  with  100  in  the  previous  year  and  95  in  1963* 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberoulosis  was  9,  oompared  with 
17  in  the  previous  year* 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  25  per  1,000  total  live  births  compared 
with  19*0  per  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales*  It  will  be  observed 
there  is  still  considerable  leeway  to  be  made  up  for  us  to  compare  favourably 
with  England  and  Wales* 

Infectious  Diseases, 

With  the  exception  of  250  cases  of  Dysentery  due  to  Shigella  sonnei, 
there  has  been  no  outstanding  instance  in  the  oommon  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year*  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  oases  were 
notified  during  the  year  of  Diphtheria,  or  Poliomyelitis* 

Development  of  Local  Health  and  Welfare  Servioe3, 

Circular  1i</65  (Wales)  issued  on  the  30th  July  1965  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  referred  to  the  plans  prepared  by  Authorities  in  1962/63  for  the  long- 
term development  of  health  and  welfare  servioes,  and  indicated  that  he  would 
require  revised  plans  in  respeot  of  these  servioes  to  be  submitted  to  him  not 
later  than  the  30th  November  1965  but,  in  view  of  the  many  difficulties  which 
faced  the  Counoil  with  respeot  to  its  five  year  oapital  foreoast  and  the  con- 
sequent delay  in  deciding  on  the  exact  form  of  the  foreoast,  the  Minister  was 
informed  that  the  programme  oould  not  be  made  until  the  following  January*

As  far  as  the  Capital  Building  Programme  in  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Services  is  concerned,  little  progress  was  made  in  providing  a new  building 
during  the  year*

During  the  year  it  was  agreed  to  take  over  a pair  of  new  semi-detaohed 
houses,  to  be  rented  from  the  Housing  Committee.  These  are  looated  in 
Sketty  Park  Estate  and  will  aooommod&te  ten  males. 

Retirement. 

Miss  Arthur,  Non-medioal  Supervisor  of  Midwives,  retired  on  the  30th 
September  1965  after  having  oonrpleted  28  years  servioe. 

Miss  Arthur  oommenoed  duties  as  supervisor  in  Ootober  1938,  the  date  of 
the  oommenoement  of  our  looal  authority* s Domioiliary  Midwifery  Servioe.

Diphtheria 

This  is  the  seventeenth  suooessive  year  that  I am  able  to  report 
that  no  oase  of  diphtheria  was  notified  and  I hope  that  this  state  of 
affairs  will  continue,  I would  point  out  that  every  effort  is  made 
by  all  persons  oonneoted  with  the  services  to  draw  the  attention  of 
parents  particularly  to  the  continued  necessity  for  immunisation. 

Dysentery 

215  cases  of  dysentery  were  confirmed  out  of  a possible  number  of 
428  suspected  cases  notified.  This  involved  the  collection  of  1,213 
faecal  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  confirmed  oases 
were  due  to  the  organism  shigella  sonnei. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  oase  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum

CARE  OP  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN  UNDER  SCHOOL  AGE 


Ante-Natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

The  number  of  expeotant  mothers  who  attend  Local  Authority  Ante-natal 
Clinios  continues  to  fall.  The  majority  now  seek  ante-natal  care  from  the 
family  doctor  - some  family  doctors  hold  specific  ante-natal  clinics. 

Many  women  expeoting  their  first  baby  continue  to  work  until  the  maternity 
allowance  is  available,  so  are  unable  to  attend  clinios  during  the  day-time. 

Co-operation  with  the  family  doctor  by  means  of  the  "co-operation  oard" 
issued  to  patients  is  still  not  satisfactory.  It  is  difficult  to  avoid 
duplication  of  service  when  the  card  is  not  used  as  it  should  be.  Close 
oo-operation  is  maintained  with  the  hospital  maternity  servioe.  All  pat- 
ients booked  for  hospital  confinement  are  seen  at  the  hospital  clinio 
during  the  last  weeks  of  pregnancy. 

The  educational  work  at  Welfare  Centres  has  expanded  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  mothers  who  attend  each  week  has  considerably  increased. 

Those  who  attend  a post-natal  clinio  testify  to  the  benefits  they  have 
reoeived  from  attending  a Mothercraft  Class. 

An  effort  was  made  to  hold  evening  classes  for  prospective  parents. 
After  an  initial  promising  start,  however,  interest  waned  and  olasses 
were  discontinued. 

Attendance  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres  continue  to  be  satisfactory. 

Here  again,  the  Health  Visitor  undertakes  health  education  on  individual 
lines.  Infant  Welfare  Clinios  are  also  held  by  certain  General  Practit- 
ioners at  their  surgery  premises. 

Number  of  Patients  Attending. 

1,152  patients  attended  the  ante-natal  clinics  oompared  with  1,286  in 
the  previous  year,  and  406  mothers  returned  for  a post-natal  examination. 

A total  of  776  sessions  was  devoted  to  this  work,  554  by  medioal  offioers 
and  53  by  midwives. 

A total  of  401  women  attended  the  mothercraft  and  relaxation  olasses; 
the  attendances  for  the  year  numbered  2,158.  Of  the  women  attending, 

358  were  booked  for  hospital  confinement,  the  remainder  being  oonfined  at 
home. 


A total  of  5,103  children  attended  the  centres  during  the  year.  Of 
these  1,608  were  born  in  1965*  1,617  in  1964  and  1,878  in  the  years  I960  - 
1963.  The  total  number  of  sessions  held  was  702;  696  by  medioal  offioers 

and  6 by  a health  visitor. 

Minor  Ailment  Clinios.

Developmental  Tests  of  Babies  and  Young  Children. 

All  ohildren  who  are  considered  to  be  "At  Risk”  to  mental  or  physical 
handioap  are  tested  either  by  specially  trained  Health  Visitors,  for  hear- 
ing defeots,  or  by  medical  officers  for  other  physical  or  for  mental  handi- 
oap. Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Paediatric  Department  of 
Morriston  Hospital  and  with  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  at  Trehafod.  Par- 
ents welcome  the  opportunity  of  an  unhurried  interview  with  the  Medical 
Officer  and  are  more  ready  to  accept  the  fact  of  a mental  handicap  when 
they  have  witnessed  a series  of  development  tests. 

Deafness  in  Children. 

The  deaf  child  has  a great  problem  of  communication  and  needs  a great 
deal  of  help  as  early  as  possible.  During  the  year  three  more  speech 
trainers  were  purchased  by  the  department  to  help  ohildren  under  the  age 
of  five  with  this  problem.  Unfortunately  the  services  of  Mrs.  Layfield, 
the  peripatetic  teacher  of  pre  school  children,  was  lost  due  to  her  resig- 
nation in  October  and  her  most  valuable  contribution  towards  the  welfare 
and  tuition  of  young  children,  particularly  in  the  use  of  these  instruments, 
is  sadly  missed.  Attempts  to  fill  the  resulting  vacancy  have  so  far  failed. 

Early  detection  of  deafness  is  still  the  dominant  aim.  The  programme 
of  screening  tests  by  Health  Visitors  of  children  falling  within  certain 
categories  considered  to  be  "at  risk"  of  deafness  is  continuing  and  any 
ohildren  tested  who  have  suspect  hearing  are  referred  to  an  assistant 
medioal  officer  who  has  specialised  in  the  detection  and  treatment  of 
hearing  loss.  If  necessary  they  may  be  sent  to  the  Consultant  E.N.T. 

Surgeon  at  Singleton  Hospital  for  further  investigation. 

The  assistant  medical  offioer  holds  weekly  clinics  at  the  Waun  Wen 
Audiology  Unit  where,  in  a room  specially  adapted  for  the  purpose,  children 
are  examined  and  tested.  These  ohildren  are  referred  from  many  souroes 
including  Infant  Welfare  Clinios,  Health  Visitors  and  parents.  If  investig- 
ation reveals  an  abnormality  the  child  is  referred  for  the  consultants  opin 
ion  at  Singleton  Hospital.

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Care  of  Premature  Infants* 
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Welfare  Poods 


The  distribution  of  welfare  foods  has  been  the  responsibility  of  the 
looal  health  authority  sinoe  July  1934*  Distribution  is  undertaken  at 
twelve  olinios  and  four  other  points  are  operated  by  voluntary  workers. 

Until  1st  July  1961,  expeotant  mothers  and  young  children  oould 
obtain  tokens  whioh  enabled  them  to  obtain  authorised  quantities  of 
orange  juioe  at  5d.  a bottle  and  ood  liver  oil  or  vitamin  tablets 
free  at  Looal  Health  Authority  Clinios  and  Welfare  Pood  distribution 

centres. 

In  accordance  with  the  Welfare  Poods  (Great  Britain)  Amendment 
Order  1961,  welfare  foods  were  no  longer  subsidised  from  the  1st  June. 

The  Order  provided  for  Welfare  Poods  to  be  available  to  all  benefio- 
iaries  without  tokens  and  without  restriction  of  quantities  at  cost 
prioes  to  be  determined  by  the  Minister.  Free  supplies  were,  however, 
to  be  available  in  authorised  quantities  against  tokens,  to  those  famil- 
ies who  were  eligible  for  free  supplies  of  welfare  milk.  The  oost 
prioes  determined  by  the  Minister  were:-  orange  juice  Is,  6d.  a bottle, 
ood  liver  oil  Is.  Od.  a bottle,  and  Vitamin  A.  and  D.  tablets  6d.  per 
packet.

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DENTAL  CASE 


Report  by  Mr.  T.  Arfon  Williams,  Principal  Dental  Offioer. 

*1  have  been  asked  to  review  the  work  of  the  Dental  Service  during  1965® 

The  year  was  soarred  by  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  J.F.  Herbert,  the  Chief 
Dental  Offioer.  Just  tribute  to  his  work  and  to  his  attractive  character 
has  been  paid  elsewhere^, 

He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  G-.  Hellings  but,  at  the  time  of  my  writing, 
ha  has  already  been  obliged  to  resign  from  the  service  on  the  grounds  of  ill- 
health. 

The  staff  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  the  equivalent  of  3*76  full- 
time dental  officers  which  compares  with  a figure  of  3.0  full-time  equivalent 
dental  officers  at  the  end  of  1964.  This,  however,  is  not  a significant 
improvement  and  may  give  a false  picture  of  the  staffing  position  throughout 
the  year.  Indeed  there  was  a period  during  the  year  when  there  were  no  full- 
time offioers  at  all,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  statistical  resume  below  of 
the  work  oarried  out  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  appreciable  decline  in  the  number  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  examined  and  treated. 
There  was  a comparable  parallel  decline  in  the  amount  of  treatment  oarried  out 
by  the  School  Health  Service. 

This  variation  from  year  to  year  is  a direct  function  of  the  vicissitudes 
of  staff  strength.  There  can  obviously  be  no  substitute  for  a full  establish- 
ment of  full-time  staff,  but  a full  establishment  of  eight  whole-time  dental 
offioers  has  not  been  even  nearly  reached  in  the  last  twenty  years  at  least. 
Unless,  and  until  this  ohronio  problem  of  staff  shortage  is  solved,  there  can 
be  no  real  improvement  of  the  dental  service  and . certainly  no  development  of 
its  funotions. 

The  inadequacy  of  clinio  premises  continues  to  cause  disquiet.  The  use 
of  the  dental  suite  at  Townhill  School  was  discontinued  during  the  year  for 
this  reason,  but  none  of  the  remaining  dental  suites  are  housed  in  purpose 
built  premises.  Some  items  of  new  equipment  were  installed  during  the  year, 
but  there  is  still  vast  room  for  improvement  in  this  request,  if  equipment  used 
in  the  authority’s  dental  service  is  to  comply  with  modem  standards  of  design 
and  safety.  ”

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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


During  the  year  Miss  M.A.  Arthur  retired  from  the  post  of  Lay  Supervisor 
of  Midwives  and  her  place  was  filled  by  Mrs,  F,  Humphreys, 

By  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  possible  to  regain  the  oomplement  of  14 
whole-time  midwives,  6 of  whom  are  young  women  who  are  able  to  make  a useful 
contribution  of  modern  methods  of  the  praotioe  of  midwifery,  A review  of 
the  hours  of  work  and  of  "off-duty"  has  resulted  in  midwives ' hours  of  work 
ooming  more  into  line  with  the  remainder  of  the  nursing  staff.  The  midwife 
is  now  less  tired,  in  better  health  and  there  are  fewer  periods  of  absenoe 
due  to  illness, 

Disoharge  of  patients  from  hospital  before  the  10th  day  of  the  puerperium 
is  now  a recognised  procedure.  Post-natal  work  continues  to  inorease  for  the 
domiciliary  midwife  who  is  gradually  becoming  more  reconciled  to  this  situation. 
The  midwife,  however,  would  still  prefer  to  have  oharge  of  her  patient  through 
pregnanoy,  confinement  and  the  lying-in  period. 

The  number  of  pupil-midwives  attending  Morriston  Hospital  for  Part  II 
training  has  been  increased  from  16  to  24  per  year.  These  pupil-midwives  get 
their  domiciliary  experience  by  working  with  Local  Authority  domiciliary  mid- 
wives, The  number  of  approved  teachers  among  the  domioiliary  midwives  has 
been  increased  to  meet  the  extra  demand, 

< 

In  February,  Miss  Goodall,  an  Inspector  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board, 
visited  Swansea,  Her  report  was,  on  the  whole,  favourable.  She  did,  however, 
suggest  closer  personal  oontaot  between  pupil -midwives  and  the  Lay  Supervisor  of 
Midwives,  This  is  now  the  practice.  She  also  remarked  on  the  sparse  attend- 
ance of  expectant  mothers  at  Ante-natal  Clinics  run  by  the  midwife.  This  has 
always  been  a difficulty  on  the  district.  If  the  mother  refuses  to  attend  a 
clinic,  the  midwife  will  make  a home-visit.  This  satisfies  the  patient  but 
adds  to  the  work  of  the  midwife. 

No.  of  Midwives  Employed. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  a full-time  lay  supervisor,  twelve  whole-time, 
and  one  part-time, midwives  were  in  the  employment  of  the  looal  health  authority. 
Of  these,  six  were  approved  as  teaohers. 

Pupil  Midwives. 

Fifteen  pupil  midwives  completed  their  training  during  the  year.  Part 
of  their  training  was  undertaken  on  the  distriot.  Six  were  under  training 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Deliveries. 


540  confinements  were  attended  by  the  domiciliary  midwives.  Of  these, 
a doctor  was  booked  in  all  oases  except  three.  1,754  patients  were  attended 
by  the  midwives  before  the  tenth  day,  after  premature  discharge  from  hospital.

Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies 

The  Health  Committee  considered  Circular  No.  15/65  (Wales)  of  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  in  which  it  reoommended  the  Local  Health  Authority 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies  as  a 
means  of  preventing  dental  decay,  and  a communication  from  the  National 
Pure  Water  Association  stating  that  they  were  opposed  to  the  fluoridation 
of  water  supples.  It  was  resolved  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  be  accepted  in  principle. 


The  matter  was  discussed  at  a subsequent  Counoil  meeting  when  it 
was  resolved  that  consideration  of  the  recommendation  be  deferred  for 
a period  of  12  months. 

Venereal  Diseases 


The  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment  for  Venereal  Disease  at  this 
olinio  has  continued  to  fall,  following  the  pattern  of  the  deoline  of 
attendances  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  from  whioh  patients  are  referred. 

One  new  case  of  syphilis  , in  a late  stage,  was  treated  and  2 new  oases 
of  gonorrhoea  were  seen.  There  were  no  oases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  or 
of  vul vo- vaginitis. 

Expeotant  mothers  suffering  from  leucorrhoea  are  treated  at  this  olinio^ 
but  fewer  were  referred  than  in  previous  years. 

18  infants  attended  for  pre-adoption  blood  tests. 

Mount  Pleasant  Hospital  Clinic. 

20  new  oases  of  syphilis  attended  during  the  year,  as  oompared  with 
12  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  20,  14  were  male  and  6 female. 

There  were  124  new  oases  of  gonorrhoea  as  oompared  with  118  in  the 
previous  year.

Handioapped  Children. 

Increasing  efforts  are  being  made  to  detect  all  physioally  and 
mentally  handioapped  ohildren  in  the  area  before  they  reach  the  age 
of  1 year.  The  experimental  "At  Risk"  register  whioh  has  been  main- 
tained for  the  past  2 years  has,  however,  been  found  to  be  not  suffic- 
iently comprehensive  and  many  handicaps  are  not  deteoted  until  ohildren 
are  2 or  3 years  old.  During  the  year  new  methods  of  prooedure  for 
notification  of  ohildren  "at  risk"  were  devised  and  will  be  put  into 
aotion  on  January  1st  1966, 

Interest  in  handioapped  ohildren  is  shown  in  many  quarters. 

Medical  offioers  have  given  leotures  at  the  College  of  Education  and 
at  the  Department  of  Eduoation  at  the  University  College. 

The  need  for  a day  nursery  for  mentally  handioapped  ohildren  has 
not  yet  been  met.  It  is  recognised  that  early  training  of  a handioapped 
ohild  is  very  important.  The  provision  of  a day  nursery,  by  helping  to 
lift  the  burden  of  the  mother  of  a handioapped  ohild  would  also  enable 
some  ohildren  to  continue  to  live  at  home,  whereas  they  now  have  to  be 
admitted  to  residential  institutions. 


HEALTH  VISITING 


During  the  year  the  only  remaining  vacanoy  on  the  staff  was  filled 
by  the  Student  Health  Visitor  who  completed  her  training  and  commenced 
work  in  August.  We  were  then  up  to  our  full  establishment  of  33  Health 
Visitors.  However,  according  to  the  Working  Party  Report  on  Health 
Visitors,  the  establishment  is  still  6 below  that  recommended  by  them. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  progressed  satisfactorily,  much 
more  time  being  spent  with  the  ageing  population  than  ever  before. 

Routine  ward  visits  to  the  three  main  hospitals  in  the  borough 
were  continued  as  were  the  case  conferences  at  the  Child  Guidance  Centre 
and  the  Day  Centre  for  Cefn  Coed  Hospital, 

Relationships  between  the  Health  Visitors  and  General  Practitioners 
continued  to  improve  and  weekly  liaisons  are  now  oarried  on  in  9 practices. 

In  addition  to  these  it  was  decided  to  allow  a Health  Visitor  to 
attend  a General  Practitioner's  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  for  a trial  period 
of  12  months  to  give  advice  to  the  mothers.  This  is  proving  most 
successful,  the  average  attendance  being  30, 

The  motheroraft  classes  held  at  the  Relaxation  Clinios  are  becoming 
more  popular  with  the  mothers  but  in  the  other  olinios  individual  teaohing 
and  advice  is  found  to  be  more  helpful. 

The  Health  Visitors  continue  to  lecture  to  the  student  nurses  in 
Morriston  and  Swansea  Hospitals  and  have  now  commenced  lectures  to  the 
pupil  nurses  at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital.  The  Student  Nurses  and  also 
the  Social  Science  students  from  the  University  have  been  taken  out  on  to 
the  district  by  the  Health  Visitors  again  this  year  and  appear  to  find 
this  introduction  to  field  work  very  interesting  and  stimulating. 

First  Aid  lectures  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  conjunction  with 
the  Home  Nursing  lectures  by  the  Distriot  Nurses  have  been  continued  and 
the  response  by  the  public  to  attend  these  lectures  has  been  very  good. 

Health  Visitors  attended  Post  Graduate  Courses  during  the  year  - 
two  in  London  and  one  in  Cambridge  and,  in  addition,  the  Deputy  Superin- 
tendent Health  Visitor  attended  a oourse  for  Superintendent  or  Deputy 
Health  Visitors  in  London  in  April, 

Owing  to  poor  attendances  the  Treboeth  Mothers'  Club  had  to  be  dis- 
continued, Efforts  were  made  to  commence  a club  for  both  fathers  and 
mothers  at  Broadway  House,  but  after  a good  start  in  January  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  parents  waned  and  the  olub  had  to  be  discontinued. 

The  survey  for  Professor  Lowe  of  the  Welsh  National  School  of 
Medioine  , Cardiff,  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Health  Visitors  also  continued  the  National  Survey  of  the  Health 
and  Development  of  a group  of  ohildren  born  in  1958.

DISTRICT  NURSING  SERVICE 


There  has  been  a marked  inorease  during  the  year  in  the  number  of 
visits  to  patients  who  were  65  years  or  over  at  the  time  of  the  first 
visit.  This  depicts  the  trend  of  the  future,  an  inorease  in  the 
elderly  population  due  to  the  fact  that  people  are  living  longer  and 
necessitating  more  nursing  attention  from  the  District  Nursing  Servioe. 
This  denotes  that  there  will  be  need  of  an  inorease  in  establishment  to 
oope  with  the  steady  rise  in  visits. 

Inoontinenoe  Pads  Servioe 


The  scheme  to  provide  inoontinenoe  sheets  has  proved  to  be  very 
much  appreciated.  Unfortunately  the  demand  far  exceeds  the  supply  so 
'they  are  primarily  given  to  the  aged  who  lack  relatives  to  launder  soiled 
linen.

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Chiropody  Service 


The  Local  Authority  Soheme  for  a chiropody  service  commenced  on  1st 
January  1961  and,  at  that  date,  eight  hundred  patients  who  had  previously 
been  on  the  register  under  the  voluntary  scheme  were  automatically  trans- 
ferred for  treatment  under  the  new  schema.  The  total  number  of  sessions 
available  to  the  authority  by  the  eight  chiropodists  who  were  eligible  in 
pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Medical  Auxiliaries)  Regulations 
1954  was  26.  A full-time  chiropodist  commenced  duty  on  the  1st  November 
1965. 


At  the  end  of  1965*  there  were  2,944  patients  on  the  register  and  the 
number  is  still  increasing,  compared  with  2,620  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.  Treatment  is  provided  for  the  elderly  and  physically  handicapped 
at  a fee  of  2/6d.  per  treatment.  Expectant  mothers  can  also  obtain 
treatment  and  a fee  of  5/“  per  treatment  is  charged. 

Yellow  Fever  Vaccination 

During  the  year,  554  vaccinations  against  Yellow  Fever  were  carried  out 
by  the  Department,  225  of  this  number  being  ship’s  crews. 

As  a matter  of  routine,  the  first  half  of  an  afternoon  session  at  the 
Central  Clinic,  Mount  pleasant,  is  allocated  for  Yellow  Fever  vaccination. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  at  other  times,  particularly  for 
seamen. 


Rehousing. 

During  the  year  under  review,  74  priority  allocations  for  tenanoy  were 
made  on  medical  grounds*  These  were  as  follows

During  the  year  the  service  continued  to  expand  and  an  ever  increasing 
number  of  Aged  persons  needed  to  be  servioed. 

The  demand  for  help  was  far  greater  than  that  available  and  it  proved 
impossible  therefore  to  give  the  patients  as  muoh  assistance  as  they  really 
needed. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  sickness  rate  amongst  the  Home  Helps  was  still 
very  high.

MENTAL  HEALTH 


Mental  Health  topios  are  ones  with  whioh  more  and  more  people  are  be- 
coming oonoerned.  The  number  of  patients  going  into  psyohiatrio  hospitals 
is  increasing  all  the  time.  It  is  now  estimated  that  one  in  nine  women  and 
one  in  fourteen  men  oan  expeot  to  enter  hospital  because  of  mental  disorder. 
Nowadays,  however,  they  are  not  likely  to  remain  there  indefinitely,  isolated 
from  sooiety.  The  average  stay  in  hospital  for  anyone  admitted  for  psyohiatrio 
treatment  is  now  only  six  weeks.  The  number  of  people  who  have  had  psyohiatrio 
treatment  and  who  are  living  again  in  the  community  is  increasing  steadily. 

They  and  all  those  who  come  into  contact  with  them,  whether  professionally, 
socially  or  at  work,  need  to  understand  the  problems  of  psychiatric  illness 
and  the  progress  whioh  is  being  made,  medically  and  socially,  in  dealing  with 
those  problems. 

During  1 965  the  staff  of  the  Mental  Health  Section  have  continued  to  work 
towards  giving  an  efficient  service  in  the  community  in  oo-operation  with  Gen- 
eral Practitioners  and  the  Staff  of  the  local  Psychiatric  Hospital.  Free  and 
easy  liaison  with  Statutory  and  Voluntary  services  is  also  valuable  if  full 
benefits  are  to  be  obtained  for  the  patients. 

Short  periods  of  in-patient  treatment  place  a heavy  responsibility  upon 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  who  continue  to  supervise  patients  in  their  own  homes 
after  their  discharge. 

The  lack  of  such  obvious  needs  as  Sheltered  Y/orkshops  and  Rehabilitation 
Centres  is  seriously  hampering  the  work  in  the  community. 

The  need  for  hostels  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  successful  efforts  of 
Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  finding  hostel-like  lodgings.  A few 
landladies  have  been  persuaded  to  accept  groups  of  patients  from  the  hospital 
as  boarders.  This  is  surely  a remarkable  achievement  in  this  field  and  the 
fact  that  the  patients  are  settling  down  is  most  gratifying.  Most  of  them 
attend  either  the  hospital,  or  the  Day  Centre,  daily  for  Industrial  or  Occup- 
ational Therapy,  thus  preventing  boredom.  Occasionally  work  has  been  found 
for  them,  which  is  what  we  aim  to  achieve  in  our  attempts  at  rehabilitation. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  was  also  stimulated  to  apply  to  the  Housing 
Committee  for  a pair  of  semi-detached  houses  at  an  eoonomic  rent  to  accommod- 
ate ten  male  patients  from  Cefn  Coed  Hospital.  These  were  provided  and  fur- 
nished by  the  Looal  Health  Authority  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  patients 
were  expected  to  move  in  on  3rd  January  1966.  Some  of  these  men  are  already 
employed  either  in  open  industry  or  sheltered  employment,  whilst  the  remainder 
will  attend  daily  at  the  Industrial  Therapy  Unit  at  Cefn  Coed  Hospital  until 
such  time  as  they  will  be  considered  suitable  for  plaoing  in  sheltered  work 
or  open  industry. 

Group  Discussions 

Weekly  group  discussions  are  still  being  held  for  a group  of  Health 
Visitors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker.  The  main 
emphasis  is  on  prevention  and  early  treatment,  and  embodies  the  understanding 
of  the  emotional  development  of  the  child  whioh  oan  determine  the  pattern  of 
reaotion  throughout  life. 

The  Hospital  Day  Centre 

The  Hospital  Day  Centre  is  providing  a happy,  social  setting  for  a number 
of  selected  patients  for  whom  in-patient  treatment  would  otherwise  be  needed. 

In  addition  to  occupational  therapy  such  as  pottery,  painting  and  housecraft, 
group  therapy  and  psyohotherapy  sessions  are  the  main  activities  of  the  centre. 
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A team  of  Hospital  Staff,  Local  Authority  Mental  Health  Workers  and 
General  Practitioners  unite  in  their  efforts  to  deal  with  the  psychological 
and  social  problems  of  the  patients.  V/eekly  case  conferences  are  also  held 
when  speoial  oases  are  discussed  and  a treatment  programme  planned. 

Sooial  Centre 


A Sooial  Centre  run  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  on  less  ambitious 
lines  than  the  Hospital  Day  Centre  is  held  at  66  Walter  Road  from  9«0  a.m. 
to  p.ra.  from  Tuesday  to  Friday  inclusive. 

Some  patients  are  not  well  enough  to  work  and  need  constant  support  over 
a long  period,  whilst  others  are  liable  to  frequent  breakdowns.  A few  who 
have  attended  the  Hospital  Day  Centre  keep  well  whilst  they  are  there  but, 
as  soon  as  they  are  discharged,  quickly  lapse  into  their  previous  state. 
Referral  to  another  Day  Centre  where  there  is  a comfortable  social  atmosphere 
gives  them  a measure  of  support  that  they  need. 

The  Centre  is  supervised  by  two  ex-patients  under  the  direction  of  the 
Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  There  are  facilities  for  cooking  a midday 
meal  for  those  wishing  to  remain  for  lunch,  and,  of  course,  cups  of  tea  or 
coffee  and  biscuits  are  provided  throughout  the  day.  Patients  pay  for  their 
lunch  and  a small  charge  is  made  for  tea  or  coffee. 

The  patients  occupy  themselves  playing  games,  reading,  doing  simple 
handicrafts  or  ju3t  having  a chat. 

Sooial  Club 

The  Social  Club  held  on  one  evening  a week  is  well  established  and 
there  is  an  enthusiastic  group  attending  regularly.  A Mental  Welfare  Offioer 
is  present  at  each  session  and  a Consultant  Psychiatrist  is  available  on 
occasion  for  advice. 

The  Club  is  a useful  social  centre  where  friendships  are  formed  and 
members  are  encouraged  to  use  their  initiative,  all  of  which  is  a valuable 
aid  to  rehabilitation. 

Attempted  Suicide 


The  majority  of  oases  of  attempted  suicide  seen  by  Consultant  Psych- 
iatrists are  referred  for  follow-up  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Offioers,  who 
provide  help,  understanding  and  comfort.  It  is  a matter  for  much  concern 
that  there  are  still  over  5>000  people  who  deliberately  take  their  own  lives 
each  year  in  England  and  Wales  and  approximately  35>000  make  an  attempt  to 
do  so. 

Alcoholics 


Alcoholics  are  those  excessive  drinkers  whose  dependence  upon  alcohol 
has  attained  such  a degree  that  it  shows  a noticeable  mental  disturbance  or 
an  interference  with  their  bodily  or  mental  health,  their  inter-personal  re- 
lationships and  their  smooth  social  and  eoonomic  functioning!  or  shows  the 
prodromal  signs  of  such  development. 

They,  therefore,  require  treatment  in  a special  unit  rather  than  the 
conventional  hospital  treatment  which  can  do  little  more  than  help  them 
break  with  their  drinking  habits.  Once  the  patients  leave  the  hospital, 
they  return  to  deal  with  life  just  as  unsuccessfully  as  before  because  of 
their  underlying  inadequacies. 

A special  unit  comparable  to  the  one  set  up  in  Cardiff  is  needed  here 
and,  until  such  a unit  is  provided,  frustrations  are  likely  to  continue  to 
be  experienced  by  all  Mental  Health  workers  who  are  anxious  to  help  these 
sick  people. 


Swansea  and  District  Association  for  Mental  Health 


The  work  of  the  Swansea  and  Distriot  Association  for  Mental  Health  has 
continued  to  explore  ways  and  means  of  developing  their  programme.  Public 
education  has  been  the  main  theme  of  the  Association  and  many  talks  have  been 
given  to  a number  of  organizations.  The  number  of  volunteers  to  act  as  "good 
neighbours”  has  gradually  increased  and  there  is  now  a reserve  list  to  draw 
upon  when  the  need  arises. 

Swansea  and  District  Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 

Formed  by  parents  of  children  suffering  from  mental  handioap,  this 
Association  is  well  established  and  there  is  utmost  harmony  with  the  Depart- 
ment which  is  most  beneficial  to  the  children  themselves. 

A keen  interest  is  taken  by  parents  in  this  work  and  appreciation  is 
shown  in  many  practical  w ays  by  the  number  of  items  supplied  to  the  Centres. 

This  is  an  example  of  the  spirit  existing  between  the  voluntary  and 
statutory  bodies.  Much  effort  is  now  being  expended  by  the  Association  to 
raise  money  to  provide  their  own  headquarters,  so  that  they  can  expand  their 
work  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  and  parents. 

Staff  of  Training  Centres 

The  staff  of  our  Centres  (Training  Centres  for  sub-normal  children  and 
adults)  are  given  opportunities  to  take  Refresher  Courses  from  time  to  time. 
Since  September  i960,  four  of  the  staff  at  Broadway  House  have  completed  a 
year's  course  of  instruction  organised  by  G-lamorgan  County  Council  in  con- 
junction with  neighbouring  authorities.  They  were  released  on  one  day  each 
week  to  go  to  Cardiff  for  lectures  and  they  have  passed  the  examination  set 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  course.  The  fifth  member  of  our  staff  failed  to 
complete  the  course  due  to  ill-health. 

Conclusion 


(Anyone  who  has  a psychiatric  breakdown  today  can  be  helped.  It  is  a 
tragedy  that  there  are  still  those  who  go  on  suffering  simply  beoause  they 
and  their  relatives  are  ignorant  of  the  changes  and  advanoes  which  have  been 
made  in  treatment  and  care.  Mental  Health  is  to-day  a subject  which  can  and 
must  be  openly,  freely  and  honestly  discussed,  if  a more  understanding  attit- 
ude of  the  public  is  to  be  achieved.

Training  and  Industrial  Centres 

There  are  two  Training  Centres  for  the  mentally  sub-normal  and  these 

are : - 

(a)  Broadway  House,  Sketty 

A Training  Centre  for  boys  and  girls  up  to  the  age  of  16 
years.  It  is  sub-divided  to  provide  accommodation  for  young 
women  in  the  form  of  a Handicraft  Class, 

This  building,  opened  in  March  1 960,  has  been  specially 
designed  for  the  purpose,  and  is  well  equipped  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  pupils  and  staff.  It  is  situated  in  semi-rural  surround- 
ings and  can  accommodate  100  pupils. 

The  pleasant  and  intimate  atmosphere  of  the  Centre  is  an 
encouragement  to  the  staff  in  their  efforts  to  help  the  pupils  to 
develop  their  mental  and  physical  capacities  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent. 

(b)  Industrial  Centre,  St,  Catherine's  Schoolroom,  Clifton  Row 

This  Centre  accommodates  sub-normal  males  over  the  age  of 
sixteen  years  and  is  run  on  the  lines  of  a non-profit  making 
workshop.  The  standard  of  work  is'  hi"h  and  the  pupils  are  well 
trained  in  varying  degrees  of  occupational  therapy  according  to 
their  ability.

Handicraft  Centre 

Simple  cookery  and  laundry.  Patients  bring  their  own  ingredients 
for  cooking  and  take  home  the  finished  product.  They  derive  great 
pleasure  from  this,  particularly  making  their  Christmas  Cakes.  Rug 
making,  embroidery,  stool  making,  raffia  work  eto.,  are  also  carried 
out.  Elementary  reading  and  writing  are  also  part  of  the  currioulum, 

Indu s trial  Centre 


Boot  and  shoe  repairs  for  Homes  for  the  Aged,  Part  III  Accommodation 
and  Children's  Department.  Cutting  or  bundling  firewood  for  olinios 
and  Homes  for  the  Aged  etc.,  mending  boxes  for  a nearby  firm  and  making 
some  equipment  for  the  Junior  Training  Centre;  rug  and  mat  making, 
rubber  link  mats,  basket  work,  brush  making,  picture  framing,  fret  work, 
stools,  dog  leads,  chamois  and  dish  mops,  furniture  repairs,  artificial 
flowers,  Christmas  crackers  and  gardening. 

Physical  training  and  organised  games  as  well  as  lessons  on  sooial 
behaviour,  elementary  reading  and  writing,  speech  training,  handling  of 
money,  telling  the  time  and  the  Highway  Code. 

It  is  considered  that  five  years  training  at  the  Centre  is  essential  for 
those  potentially  suitable  for  work  in  open  industry.  In  the  past  ten  years 
fourteen  men  have  been  found  employment. 


Social  Club 


The  boys  and  men  attending  the  Industrial  Centre  are  continuing  to 
meet  on  one  evening  a week  at  their  Social  Club,  which  is  run  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Centre.  It  is  well  attended  and 
proving  a most  successful  venture.  In  August,  the  Group  enjoyed  a 
week's  oamping  holiday  at  Oxwioh.  They  were  supervised  by  the  Industial 
Centre  staff  and  their  wives  who  are  to  be  commended  for  this  voluntary 
work. 

Provision  of  Meals 


The  dinners  at  both  Centres  have  been  provided  by  the  School  Meals 
Service  sinoe  the  9th  September  1 957 • The  males  and  females  attending 
the  Centres  who  are  over  sixteen  years  of  age  are  expected  to  pay  for  the 
meals,  but  allowances  are  made  in  necessitous  cases. 

Transport  Facilities 

Most  of  the  adult  males  and  females  attending  the  respective  Centres 
have  been  trained  to  prooeed  to  and  from  the  Centres  on  their  own  initia- 
tive. Season  tickets  or  travel  vouohers  are  issued  to  them  for  free 
travel  on  the  'buses.  Children  and  a few  adults  are  conveyed  to  and  from 
the  Centre  by  two  private  coaches  hired  by  the  Department,  A Guide  is 
employed  on  each  ooach  to  ensure  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  pupils. 

Medioal  Inspection  and  Treatment 

All  pupils  attending  the  Centres  are  medically  examined  annually  and 
they  receive  dental  treatment  and  treatment  for  minor  ailments  at  the  olinio. 
Those  attending  Broadway  House  are  visited  periodically  for  hygiene  inspect- 
ion by  the  School  Nurse. 

The  Speech  Therapist  is  visiting  Broadway  House  as  often  as  possible 
and  the  teachers  are  carrying  out,  daily,  the  instruction  given  to  the 
pupils. 

Holidays 

The  Centres  are  closed  for  similar  periods  as  the  primary  Sohools. 

Pooket  Money 

The  males  and  females  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  in  addition  to  their 
midday  meal  and  'bus  tokens,  are  provided  with  weekly  pooket  money.  The 
sum  varies  from  2s,  6d.  to  10s.  Od.  as  a token  for  good  behaviour,  regular 
attendance  and  the  effioienoy  displayed  in  the  training  work. 

Glamorgan  County  Counoil  Cases 

There  are  now  only  two  young  men  from  Glamorgan  County  Counoil  at  the 
Industrial  Centre,  who  have  been  allowed  to  remain  by  special  request  due 
to  their  long  years  of  attendance  there. 

Miscellaneous 


Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  pupils  attending  both 
Centres  to  go  on  a Summer  picnio,  to  have  a Chris  tmas  Party  and  to  visit  the 
Pantomime. 

A most  impressive  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Service  was  held  at  Broadway  House, 
the  Servioe  being  conducted  by  the  Mayor's  Chaplain,  and  attended  by  His  Worship 
the  Mayor  and  Mayoress.  The  parents  were  invited  to  be  present  and  most  of 
thfri,  accepted  the  invitation.  All  the  items  were  contributed  by  the  ohildren 
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and  it  was  most  delightful  to  hear  them  sing  and  recite  harvest  pieces. 
We  were  also  fortunate  to  have  the  servioes  of  Mr.  Ivor  Owen,  the 
Municipal  Direotor  of  Musio,  who  aooompanied  the  pupils  at  the  piano. 

General 


There  are  4 female  and  4 male  sub-normal  patients  awaiting  admission 
to  Psychiatric  Hospitals,  We  are  always  assured  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  -that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  place  them  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  vacanoies  are  being  found  for  the  urgent  oases  quite  quiokly.  The 
cases  who  require  supervision  reoeive  the  benefits  of  care  and  after-care, 
and  those  who  are  suitable  are  advised  regarding  employment  through  con- 
sultations between  the  Mental  Health  staff  and  the  Disablement  Resettle- 
ment Offioer.

Our  experiences  in  1965  confirm  that  there  is  a general  accept- 
ance of  the  idea  that  oare  for  the  aged  and  physioally  handicapped 
should,  whenever  possible,  be  in  the  community  rather  than  in  instit- 
utions. Unfortunately  many  persons,  even  with  the  support  of  the 
domiciliary  services,  cannot  oope  with  the  tasks  of  every  day  life  and 
need  to  enter  residential  accommodation,  but  because  of  the  ever  in- 
creasing demand  we  have  to  ensure  that  all  applicants  are  in  need  of 
"oare  and  attention"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Aot. 

During  the  year  under  review,  there  was  no  change  in  the  number 
of  beds  available  for  residential  accommodation.  However  it  was 
becoming  evident  that  some  of  our  existing  homes,  which  had  been  adapt- 
ed for  the  purpose  in  the  early  1950s,  would  need  to  be  upgraded  very 
urgently,  to  improve  facilities  for  the  staff,  and  provide  better  facil- 
ities for  the  patients,  who  were  becoming  more  infirm  as  they  grew  older. 

A programme  is  being  worked  out  with  a view  to  including  such  modif- 
ications as  the  provision  of  a lift  and  full  central  heating  for  each 
adapted  Home. 

Residential  Accommodation 


The  shortage  of  residential  accommodation  is  indicated  by  a waiting  list 
of  52  persons  (46  females  and  6 males)  on  the  31st  December.

I 
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Payment  for  Accommodation. 

A person  for  whom  accommodation  is  provided  by  a local  authority 
under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  pays  for  the  accommodation  in 
aooordanoe  with  his  or  her  financial  status. 

The  standard  charge  for  the  accommodation  and  amenities  at  the  Homes 
is  fixed  annually,  and  is  based  on  the  aotual  oosts  of  providing  the 
servioes.  During  the  year  1965  the  standard  charge  increased  from 
£7.  0.  Od.  to  £7.  7*  0d.  per  week.  This  compares  favourably  with  those 
for  Homes  administered  by  other  looal  authorities. 

However,  a lesser  amount  is  payable  by  residents  whose  inoome, 
after  allowing  statutory  pocket  money  allowance,  is  insufficient  to 
meet  the  full  standard  charge. 

Every  resident  however  must  pay  a minimum  oharge  prescribed  by 
regulation  and,  where  neoessary,  the  National  Assistance  Board  supple- 
ments a person's  resources  for  this  purpose.  The  minimum  oharge  in  1 965 
is  £3.  4*  0.  It  is  customary  for  residents'  pension  books  to  be  cashed 
and  collected  by  the  Yielfare  Administrative  Assistant,  following  which 
the  Borough  Treasurer  makes  payable  to  each  resident  a personal  allow- 
ance for  which  he  or  she  qualifies.  The  cashing  of  pension  books  approx- 
imates to  £1,100  per  week.  Details  of  residents'  payments  are  as 
follows :-

Amenities  at  the  Homes  for  the  Aged 

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  oare  has  been  taken  to  create 
oomfortable  conditions  without  restrictions.  For  the  elderly  residents 
spending  a great  deal  of  time  indoors,  periodicals,  newspapers  and  library 
books  are  provided  and  of  oourse  there  is  television,  which  is  the  most 
popular  form  of  entertainment. 

Residents  have  their  own  personal  things  around  them  and  visitors 
are  allowed  during  any  time  in  the  day  or  evening.  They  are  free  to 
"come  and  go"  as  they  wish,  and  restrictions  are  kept  to  a minimum. 

Boredom  is  one  of  the  enemies  one  has  to  fight  as  far  as  the  resid- 
ents are  concerned  and  it  is  found  that  handicraft  work  does,  in  some 
measure,  combat  this.  A handicraft  instructress  is  employed  to  enoourage 
and  advise  residents  in  handicraft  work,  and  all  items  made  are  used  in 
the  Homes  or  by  the  residents. 

There  is  no  real  substitute  for  one's  normal  home  but  every  endeav- 
our is  made  to  make  our  residential  establishments  at  least  a good  "seoond 
best". 
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Entertainment  and  Gifts 


The  Homes  for  the  Aged  are  indebted  to  very  many  people  and  organis- 
ations who  have  made  a great  deal  of  effort  and  saorifioe  in  providing 
entertainment# 

Television  has  proved  itself  to  be  the  main  medium  of  entertainment 
for  residents  but  a #live  show”  provided  by  local  talent  is  warmly  wel- 
comed and  appreciated. 

The  entertainment  took  various  forms,  such  as  choral  glee  parties, 
film  shows,  talks  etc#,  religious  meetings  have  also  been  held  by  various 
denominations  and  this  too  was  very  much  appreciated  by  residents# 

It  would  be  invidious  to  name  any  particular  person  or  association  in 
relation  to  entertainment,  but  one  must  mention  'Round  Table',  and  'Rotary* 
who  have  adopted  the  Homes  for  the  Aged  and  who  are  most  generous  towards 
the  residents. 

Gifts  of  furniture  continued  to  be  reoeived  during  the  year  and,  if 
found  unsuitable  for  use  at  the  Homes  for  the  Aged,  were  used  either  to 
improve  the  standard  of  equipment  at  Cwmllwyd  Hostel  which  is  used  for 
temporary  accommodation;  or  given  to  elderly  people  in  need  living  in 
their  own  homes.  To  facilitate  the  collection  of  furniture  the  Health 
Committee  authorised  that  local  furniture  removal  firms  be  engaged  to 
transport  any  large  items  offered. 

During  the  year  the  Thomas  Waudby  bequest  of  £250  was  considered  by 
Committee  and  used  to  purchase  a baby  grand  piano  for  use  at  "West  Cross 
House"  Home  for  the  Aged  where  Mr#  Thomas  Waudby  spent  many  happy  years# 

This  instrument  is  put  to  good  use  during  oonoerts  and  religious 
services# 

A feature  of  reoent  years  has  been  the  generosity  of  local  Churohes, 
Chapels  and  Schools  in  donating  the  proceeds  of  Harvest  Festival  to  Homes 
for  the  Aged.  The  residents  are  particularly  delighted  with  these  gifts 
as  they  feel  they  are  not  forgotten  and  still  belong  to  the  community# 

Annual  Outings 

A regular  annual  feature  of  residents'  activities  is  the  Summer 
Outing  provided  by  the  local  authority.  The  venues  are  chosen  after  con- 
sultation with  residents. 

During  the  year  one  group  of  residents  visited  Barry  and  another 
Lampeter,  both  groups  having  a thoroughly  enjoyable  day. 

Care  and  Protection  of  Property 

This  authority's  responsibility,  as  defined  by  Section  48  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  1948  is  one  which  has  the  least  publicity,  but 
nevertheless  continues  to  plaoe  heavy  responsibilities  and  problems  on 
the  department. 

Section  48  states,  inter  alia,  that  - "where  a person  is  either 
admitted  to  hospital  as  a patient,  or  is  provided  with  accommodation  under 
Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  -1948  and  it  appears  to  the  Counoil 
that  there  is  a danger  of  loss  of,  or  damage  to,  any  moveable  property,  by 
reason  of  his  inability  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  no  other  suitable 
arrangements  are  being  made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take  reason- 
able steps  to  prevent  or  investigate  the  loss  or  damage. 


During  1965  cash,  bank  books,  jewellery  eto.,  to  the  approximate  value 
of  £7,000  were  handled  by  the  department.  This  was  in  addition  to  the 
seouring  of  premises  and  other  inoidental  tasks  whioh  officers  were  oalled 
upon  to  deal  with. 

The  integrity  of  these  officers  is  of  the  highest  order  and  I wish 
to  plaoe  on  record  my  thanks  to  them  for  carrying  out  this  responsible 
duty  most  efficiently. 

Apart  from  the  responsibilities  placed  on  the  staff,  the  problems  of 
disposal  involves  a substantial  amount  of  administrative  time  both  in  legal 
consultations  and  in  instigating  enquiries  regarding  relatives  or  next  of 
kin.  In  this  connection  we  are  expertly  advised  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  his 
staff  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  their  unfailing  co-operation  and  courtesy. 

Arrangements  with  voluntary  bodies  and  other  local  authorities 

During  1965  the  authority  oontinued  to  aooept  finanoial  responsibility 
for  persons  provided  with  accommodation  by  other  local  authorities  and 
voluntary  organisations. 

With  a fairly  heavy  waiting  list  for  admission  to  this  authority’s 
Homes  for  the  Aged,  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  accommodation  provided 
by  voluntary  organisations  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  increased  number  of 
persons  so  accommodated.

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Registration  of  Voluntary  Homes 

Sections  37  - 40  of  the  National  Assistance  Aot  1948  enables  looal 
authorities  to  bring  under  supervision  any  establishment  the  sole  or 
main  objeot  of  which  is  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  old  people  or 
blind  or  other  handioapped  people.  These  Homes  must  be  registered  by 
the  County  or  County  Borough  Council  in  whioh  the  Home  is  situated. 
Registration,  whioh  oan  subsequently  be  revoked,  is  dependent  upon  the 
fulfilment  of  oertain  conditions,  e.g.  satisfactory  staffing,  facilities 
etc.  Officers-  of  the  registration  authority  are  empowered  to  enter  and 
inspect,  at  all  reasonable  times,  any  premises  used  or  believed  to  be 
used  for  this  purpose. 

Pour  voluntary  Homes  in  Swansea  are  registered  and  are  the  subjeot 
of  inspection  by  the  Department’s  authorised  officers.  The  Homes  are:- 

Nazareth  House,  Bishopston 

Glynn  Vivian  Home  of  Rest  for  the  Blind,  Caswell 
Bloomfield  Eventide  Home,  Gower  Road 
Lansdowne,  Groves  Avenue,  Langland 

Day  Centres  for  the  "Housebound" and  Lonely  Old  People 

The  Swansea  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continues  its  pioneering  in 
this  field  of  welfare,  and  the  three  Day  Centres  already  established  con- 
tinue to  flourish. 

These  Day  Centres  are  special  dubs  to  which  housebound  old  people  are 
invited.  They  are  primarily  for  sooial  nourishment,  relieving  boredom  and 
loneliness,  and  this  service  has  gone  a long  way  towards  improving  the  phys- 
ical and  mental  health  of  our  incapacitated  elderly. 

The  Centres  are  all  organised  on  similar  lines,  meeting  weekly  in 
rented  premises.  Wardens  take  charge  of  each  centre  and,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  voluntary  helpers,  organise  the  lunch,  outings  and  other  forms  of 
entertainment.  The  average  attendance  at  these  centres  vary  between  25  - 
30. 


1965  saw  th©  opening  of  a further  centre  at  St.  Thomas  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  suocess  enjoyed  by  the  others  will  be  repeated  at  this  Centre. 

This  valuable  work  of  the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  is 
most  praiseworthy,  particularly  when  one  notes  that  the  cost  of  providing 
these  Centres  approximates  to  £2,000  per  annum. 

Domiciliary  Services 

No  matter  how  well  a Home  for  the  .A'ed  is  managed,  or  how  oontented 
the  residents  may  be  in  suoh  surrounding!.,  the  desire  of  most  old  people 
is  to  remain  in  their  own  home  for  as  long  as  possible,  supported  if 
neoessary  by  community  oare  services  provided  by  the  looal  authority. 

In  this  respect,  the  health  visitor^  distriot  nurses,  doraestio  helps, 
ohiropodists  and  welfare  officers  have  a distinot  part  to  play.  This 
demands  good  team  work  and  during  the  year  emphasis  has  been  placed  on 
this  aspeot  of  our  activities.  Health  Visitors  and  Welfare  Officers  made 
over  11,000  visits  to  old  people  during  the  year. 

The  problems  considered  and  the  actions  taken  were  most  varied.  The 
elderly  folk  are  kept  under  close  and  friendly  supervision  to  avoid  deter- 
ioration in  their  living  conditions. 

Care  is  taken  to  avoid  overlapping  of  visitors  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  make  the  most  effective  use  of  i^he  present  limited  welfare  staff 
by  only  calling  on  them  when  specialist  knowledge  is  required. 
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1,605  visits  were  made  by  welfare  officers  in  connection  with  ad- 
mission to  Homes  for  the  Aged,  but  nearly  2,500  visits  were  also  made 
in  connection  with  other  matters  suoh  asj- 

a.  consideration  of  recuperative  holidays; 

b.  admission  to  Homes  administered  by  other  local 
authorities  or  voluntary  bodies; 

o.  priority  admission  to  hospital; 

d.  oare  of  property  of  patients  admitted  to  hospital; 

e.  distribution  of  gifts  from  the  Mayor’s  Fund, 

Investigation  of  oases  was  not  confined  to  normal  working  hours  but, 
as  in  previous  years,  continued  when  the  need  arose  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  night.  This  24  hour  service  is  very  muoh  appreciated,  particul- 
arly by  the  polioe  and  general  practitioners,  who  are  invariably  contacted 
in  the  initial  stages.

Voluntary  Organisations 

As  the  years  progress  a deeper  understanding  develops  between  the 
administrators  of  the  local  authority  and  voluntary  organisations „and 
results  in  a more  harmonious  and  fully  effective  range  of  servioes  being 
made  available  to  the  aged  of  the  town. 

Life  would  be  infinitely  harder  and  unhappier  without  the  servioes 
provided  by  voluntary  organisations  and,  as  in  my  previous  annual  reports, 

I take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  for  the  contribution 
they  have  made  once  more  to  the  welfare  of  the  aged  of  Swansea, 

Although  it  is  sometimes  invidious  to  single  out  individuals  on  suoh 
occasions,  I must  make  mention  of  the  work  of  suoh  organisations  as  the 
Swansea  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  Women's  Voluntary  Servioe,  British 
Red  Cross,  Round  Table,  Rotary  and  Friends  of  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital, 

Abbeyfield  Society 

An  interesting  development  in  looal  welfare  facilities  is  the  proposed 
establishment  of  a home  by  the  Abbeyfield  Swansea  Sooiety  Ltd,  Plans  are 
well  in  advanoe  for  the  purchase  and  conversion  of  a large  house  in  the 
Uplands  area  to  be  oooupied  by  elderly  and  lonely  folk,  eaoh  person  having 
a bed  sitting  room  of  his  or  her  own,  A resident  housekeeper  will  be 
appointed  to  provide  the  main  meals  of  the  day  and  keep  the  house  dean 
and  well  managed.  Eaoh  tenant  will  have  the  facilities  for  preparation 
of  light  meals  and  will  be  enoouraged  to  have  visitors  either  in  his/her 
own  room  or  in  the  oommunal  lounge  of  the  house. 

The  Abbeyfield  Swansea  Sooiety  hopes  to  have  its  home  open  in  the 
latter  part  of  1966  and,  if  it  follows  the  pattern  of  suooess  in  other 
towns,  it  will  be  neoessary  to  provide  more  accommodation  in  due  oourse. 
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Burials  and  Cremations 


During  the  year  8 burial s/oremations  were  oarried  out  in  aooordanoe 
with  the  provisions  of  Seotion  50  of  the  National  Assistanoe  Aot  1948  at 
a cost  of  £227.  i9.  4.  The  sum  of  £120.  10.  11.  has  been  reoovered.

Temporary  Accommodation 

Under  Seotion  21  of  the  National  Assistance  Aot  1948  the  Council  has 
a duty  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  persons  who  are  in  urgent 
need  thereof  providing  the  circumstances  that  are  prevailing  "could  not 
reasonably  have  been  foreseen". 

As  I have  indicated  in  previous  reports,  fortunately,  there  is  no  great 
demand  for  this  service  and  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  limitation  of 
temporary  accommodation  by  the  Council  to  a maximum  period  of  three  months 
and  the  insistence  that  admission  is  only  to  be  reoommended  after  all 
other  alternative  measures  have  been  considered. 

There  were  no  oalls  to  provide  accommodation  as  a result  of  flooding 
and  fires  during  the  year.

Welfare  Services  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 

As  predicted  in  my  report  in  19&2  there  is  an  inorease  of  physically 
handioapped  persons  being  registered  by  the  authority,  and  this  trend  will 
continue  as  the  services  beoome  more  widely  known. 

Due  to  lack  of  finanoe  no  expansion  of  the  servioe  was  possible  but, 
it  is  hoped,  that  next  year  will  see  an  increase  in  the  adaptation  work 
possible  at  the  homes  of  patients  to  enable  them  to  lead  more  independent 
and  normal  lives.  The  purohase  of  a specially  designed  vehiole  to  facil- 
itate the  conveyance  of  patients  to  and  from  social  centres  is  also  pro- 
grammed. 
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Adaptation  to  Homes  for  Handicapped  Parsons 


In  1965  many  applications  were  dealt  with  for  adaptations  at  the 
homes  of  physioally  handicapped  persons  and  work  in  this  connection  was 
completed  over  a wide  range. 

Unfortunately  the  terrain  within  the  County  Borough  is  suoh  that  the 
provision  of  handrails  is  beooming  increasingly  necessary,  particularly  on 
looal  authority  housing  estates.

Aids 


The  provision  of  equipment  to  handioapped  persons  to  inorease  their 
mobility  and  preserve  their  independence  is  a gradually  expanding  section 
of  the  welfare  services  for  the  handioapped. 

Various  items  of  equipment  are  at  present  on  loan  and  they  include 
Fowler  wind  up  bed,  electrioally  operated  beds,  hydraulic  hoists,  hospital 
beds,  Dunlopillo  mattresses,  overbed  tables,  lifting  poles  and  chains, 
raised  toilet  seats,  geriatric  chairs. 

Residential  Care  in  Special  Homes. 

The  authority  continues  to  avail  itself  of  its  powers  to  maintain 
residents  at  speoial  homes.  Unfortunately  there  are  long  waiting  lists 
for  this  type  of  accommodation.

Holidays  for  the  handioapped  were  provided  at  "Coomb"  Cheshire  Home 
and  The  "Rest"  Convalescent  Home,  Porthoawl. 

Sooial  Centres  for  the  Physioally  Handioapped 

The  four  sooial  centres  established  by  the  Health  Department  oontinue 
to  flourish  and  are  a credit  to  the  management  committees  oonoerned  whioh, 
in  most  instances,  inolude  a sooial  welfare  offioer  of  the  local  authority. 

Broadway  Sooial  Centre  for  the  Physically  Handioapped 

This  Centre  which  was  established  in  19&4  holds  its  fortnightly 
meetings  at  Broadway  Training  Centre  for  the  Mentally  Sub-normal.  The 
aooommodation  lends  itself  to  Sooial  Centre  activities  since  it  is  all  on 
one  level  with  no  steps  to  negotiate,  kitchen  facilities  plus  a large  hall 
for  entertainment  purposes.  Twenty  meetings  were  held  during  the  year 
at  which  the  average  attendance  was  30*  This  shows  a slight  inorease  on 
the  previous  year's  attendance  whioh  is  a reflection  on  the  increased  in- 
terest shown  by  the  disabled  in  the  area. 
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Activities  at  the  meetings  were  most  varied,  and  a marked  feature 
was  the  number  of  ‘live  shows'  given  by  groups  and  artistes  who,  in  all 
instances,  gave  their  services  free.  Apart  from  such  shows,  entertain- 
ment included  film  shows,  quizes,  bingo  and  business  meetings.  The 
annual  Christmas  Dinner  was,  as  usual,  a combined  dinner  with  the  Town 
Sooial  Centre  and  was  held  at  the  King  Arthur  Hotel.  A most  enjoyable 
time  was  experienced  by  all  concerned.  The  Annual  Dinner  has  beoome  a 
highlight  of  the  Club's  activities  and  members  look  forward  to  the  next 
one. 

The  Annual  Outing  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Social  Centre 
and  the  venue  was  Llangorse  Lakes,  A further  evening  outing  was  organised 
and  included  a short  'bus  journey  with  a dinner  at  a Carmarthenshire  Hostel^ 

Financially  and  numerically  the  Centre  is  very  well  established  and 
looks  forward  to  the  future  with  confidence. 

Llansamlet/Morriston  Centre  for  the  Disabled 

1965  saw  a gradual  growth  in  membership,  the  average  attendanoe  for 
the  year  being  53,  but  this  figure  does  not  include  visitors  who  may 
aocompany  members  or  artistes  that  may  be  providing  entertainment.  With 
the  growth  of  membership,  the  financial  position  of  the  Centre  improved 
and  the  year  closed  with  a bank  balance  of  nearly  £200.  This  financially 
strong  position  was  due  to  intensive  efforts  by  the  Ladies  Committee  in 
organising  a successful  Sale  of  Work  and  assiduous  work  by  our  Honorary 
Treasurer. 

It  is  with  very  deep  regret  that  the  passing  of  the  Treasurer,  who 
died  very  suddenly  in  July  of  this  year,  is  reported,  the  vacancy  being 
filled  by  Mr.  D.  Bennett  who  volunteered  to  endeavour  to  continue  this 
responsible  task. 

The  Centre  members  were  able  to  enjoy  another  beautifully  sunny  day 
for  the  annual  outing  to  Saundersfoot,  two  coaches  being  engaged  to  trans- 
port the  70  members.  At  Christmas,  a dinner  party  at  the  King  Arthur 
Hotel,  Reynoldston,  was  a great  suooess,  the  guests  of  honour.  The  Mayor 
and  Mayoress  of  Swansea,  Alderman  and  Mrs.  F.C.  Jones,  presented  gifts  to 
the  younger  disabled  members.

In  addition  to  these  major  functions,  entertainment  of  various  kinds 
was  arranged  throughout  the  year  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Concert  parties, 
Soottish  Danoers,  Group  and  individual  artistes  who  gave  their  servioes  so 
willingly  to  provide  interesting  and  enjoyable  evenings. 

Each  year  a business  man  in  Llansamlet  offers  a mystery  trip  by  ooaoh 
and  this  event  is  very  eagerly  looked  forward  to  and  thoroughly  appreciated. 

Ravenhill  Social  Centre. 

The  Ravenhill  Club  meet  every  first  and  third  Wednesday  in  each  month. 
The  working  committee  meet  every  second  and  fourth  Wednesday. 

Entertainment,  film  shows,  inter-club  quizzes,  debates  were  provided  by 
the  Committee  eaoh  club  night,  followed  by  refreshments. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  the  club  have  put  on  the  following  - 
2 jumble  sales,  Christmas  Fayre,  Christmas  party,  Christmas  dinner  at 
Black  Hills  Grill,  Variety  Concert  - Manselton  Community  Centre, 

Annual  Outing  to  Breoon,  Evening  trip,  to  Aberavon,  Evening  trip  around 
Town. 

The  membership  of  the  olub  was  50  and  the  average  attendanoe  40. 

Financially  and  numerically  the  Centre  is  quite  sound  and  looks  to 
the  future  with  confidence. 


Town  Social  Centre  for  the  physically  Handioapped 


During  the  year  1965  this  Sooial  Centre  held  its  fortnightly  meetings 
on  Thursday  evenings  at  the  Minor  Hall,  Walter  Road  Congregational  Church, 

20  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  the  average  attendance  being 
20.  Activities  at  the  meetings  included  film  shows,  children’s  ohoirs, 
inter-olub  quiz  contests,  folk  dancing,  group  musio,  travel  talks  and 
visits  from  numerous  oonoert  parties.  Highlights  of  the  year  inoluded 
a visit  to  Cardiff  to  see  "The  Sound  of  Musio",  the  Summer  Trip  to  "Llan- 
gorse  Lakes"  and  the  Annual  Dinner  at  the  King  Arthur  Hotel  - all  being 
successful  and  very  much  appreciated  by  members.  "Free  Evenings"  were 
enjoyed  when  members  spent  a social  evening  in  playing  games  and  records, 
and  trying  their  skill  at  handicrafts. 

Membership  increased  during  the  year  but  the  appointment  of  a further 
sooial  welfare  officer  and  his  allocation  to  this  Centre  should  see  an 
improvement  in  1966.  1965  has  been  a year  of  consolidation. 

21st  Anniversary  Disablement  Advisory  Committee  - Conference  and 
Exhibition,  Ath  Ootober  19^5 

This  authority  collaborated  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  in  an 
exhibition  and  conference  held  on  the  4th  October  1965  in  connection  with 
the  21st  Anniversary  of  the  Disablement  Advisory  Committee.  In  particular 
this  authority  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  interesting  items  from  private 
firms  and  from  various  statutory  bodies  for  exhibition  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  promotion  was  most  interesting  and  successful. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  were  most  appreciative  of  the  interest  and 
enthusiasm  shown  by  the  staff  of  this  authority. 
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Welfare  Servioes  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 


The  Swansea  County  Borough  Council,  in  exercising  its  powers  under 
Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  has  inaugurated  a scheme 
for  promoting  the  welfare  of  persons  who  are  deaf  and  dumb  and  who  reside 
in  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea. 

The  Council  employs,  as  its  agent,  the  Swansea  and  Distriot  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Mission  and  close  collaboration  is  maintained  between  the  Mission  and 
the  Health  Department. 

A grant  of  £800  was  made  to  the  Mission  by  the  Council. 

In  a report  on  the  activities  of  the  Mission,  received  from  Mr.  Walter 
Robinson,  the  Superintendent,  he  says:- 

"Social  activities  during  the  year  - billiards,  snooker,  darts  and 
table  tennis  are  the  main  attractions.  Dancing  has  been  tried  out  but  I 
cannot  say  the  very  deaf  are  really  keen  on  this,  but  they  enjoy  watching. 

It  may  be  that  they  will  come  to  like  it  after  a time.  Watching  television 
seems  to  become  less  an  attraction  unless  it  is  a programme  of  action,  but 
sporting  items  are  enjoyed. 

"Conversation”  takes  up  the  best  part  of  every  evening.  The  older  deaf 
will  tell  of  the  things  that  happened  in  their  days  and  compare  them  with  the 
things  of  to-day,  and  I suppose  this  will  go  on  throughout  the  ages,  but  such 
things  do  keep  their  minds  working  in  the  right  direction. 

An  all  day  coach  ride  to  Bristol  at  the  end  of  June  was  appreciated  by 
all.  Some  paid  a visit  to  the  Zoo  while  others  visited  the  shops  and,  after 
tea,  most  of  the  deaf  went  to  the  Bristol  Mission  before  leaving  for  home  late 
in  the  evening. 

During  the  summer  months  regular  visits  were  paid  to  the  field  and  pavil- 
ion at  Caswell,  and  on  Bank  Holidays  most  of  the  day  is  spent  there  with  meals 
in  the  open  and  plenty  of  cups  of  tea. 

Regular  visits  to  the  sick  in  their  homes  or  in  hospital  are  made  by  the 
Superintendent  and  his  wife.  Dental,  Ophthalmic  and  general  medical  work  is 
all  interpreted  for  while  Mrs.  Robinson  sees  to  the  daily  needs  of  the  women 
and  ohildren. 

Weekly  Church  Servioes  are  provided  and  in  these  the  deaf  and  dumb  take 
an  active  part  assisting  the  Missioner.  Weddings,  funerals  and  special 
Servioes  for  the  Deaf  in  hearing  Churches  are  all  part  of  the  Mission* s work. 

The  internal  working  of  the  Mission  is  arranged  by  a Committee  of  Deaf 
Persons  with  the  Superintendent  as  Chairman.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 


1965  was  a year  of  no  new  developments;  in  fact  due  to  a reduction 
in  the  amount  of  money  available  to  this  section,  services  which  entailed 
local  authority  expenditure  had  to  be  carefully  watohed  and  ourtailed  if 
at  all  possible. 

However  the  personal  visiting  service  continued  and  advioe  and  en- 
couragement was  given  to  blind  persons  and  their  families  in  order  to  help 
them  to  live  as  normal  and  interesting  lives  as  possible. 

We  were  also  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  financial  help  from  the  loOal 
voluntary  society,  the  Swansea  and  District  Friends  of  the  Blind,  was  freely 
given,  and  outside  bodies  including  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  the 
British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund  and  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind 
provided  their  very  necessary  help. 

During  the  year  3,379  visits  were  paid  to  private  homes,  in  addition  to 
visits  to  hospitals  and  residential  homes,  and  acoompanying  blind  persons 
where  necessary.  This  figure  includes  home  lessons  in  braille,  moon,  music 
and  handicrafts  where  needed,  though  as  so  many  persons,  almost  two-thirds  of 
the  total  number,  are  aged  65  and  over,  the  formal  lessons  are  not  numerous 
but  practical  advice  on  ways  of  overcoming  the  handicap  has  to  be  given  in 
most  homes,  and  the  Home  Teacher  is  alert  to  foresee  and,  if  possible, 
prevent  undue  difficulties.  Blind  persons  have  the  usual  welfare  services 
of  home  help  and  meals  on  wheels  and  so  on  if,  after  all  efforts  have  been 
made  to  help  themselves,  they  are  in  need  of  such  services. 

The  three  social  clubs  for  the  blind,  with  their  resulting  parties  and 
outings,  help  people  to  form  friendships  and  make  life  brighter.  They  are 
each  held  fortnightly,  one  at  Toronto  Place  Community  Centre,  one  at  Townhill 
Community  Centre,  and  the  third  on  the  premises  of  the  Swansea  and  Distriot 
Friends  of  the  Blind.  Outings  from  the  Clubs  were  arranged  this  year  to 
Aberystwyth,  Llanstephan  and  Carmarthen,  an  evening  supper  was  held  at  the 
Cimla  County  Club,  Neath,  and  the  Swansea  and  Distriot  Friends  of  the  Blind 
arranged  a large,  outing  to  Porthoawl  and  a Christmas  Party  at  the  Patti 
Pavilion. 

As  regards  employment,  the  few  persons  capable  of  employment  but  unem- 
ployed remained  so,  the  only  man  to  commence  training  did  so  as  a mat  maker 
after  attending  a course  of  rehabilitation  at  Torquay  but,  unfortunately,  had 
a severe  illness  and  had  to  terminate  his  training. 

Swansea  County  Borough  remained  a member  of  the  Wales  and  Monmouthshire 
Regional  Council  for  the  Blind,  which  body  arranged  a referee  examination  for 
the  Borough  in  a case  of  appeal.  Counoillors  and  staff  attended  the  exhibit- 
ion of  aids  for  the  blind  and  partially  sighted  at  Cardiff  and  the  conferenoe 
at  Rhyl. 

Some  details  illustrating  the  work  follow 

Reading;  * by  means  of  membership  of  the  National  Library  for  the 
Blind  (28  members)  or  by  use  of  Talking  Book  maohines,  or  by 
Ulverscroft  Large  Size  Print  Books  for  partially  sighted. 

Christmas  and  Easter  gifts;  £ 3 each  at  Christmas  and  £1  at  Easter 
were  given  by  the  Swansea  and  District  Friends  of  the  Blind  and 
distributed  by  the  . ie  Teachers. 

Holidays.  Due  to  restriction  in  finance,  holidays  were  provided 
for  only  three  blind  persons  this  year,  - two  at  the  Glynn  Vivian 
Home  of  Rest  for  the  Blind,  and  the  other  at  Southerndown  Rest 
for  the  Blind. 

Wireless  Sets  for  the  Blind.  31  new  sets  were  provided  by  the 
British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund,  and  older  sets  were  kept  in 
order  at  the  expense  of  the  Swansea  and  Distriot  Friends  of  the 
Blind. 
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Guide  Dog  for  the  Blind.  Our  only  guide  dog  owner  continued  her  own 
shopping'  etc* 

Chiropody.  This  service  is  available  free  of  charge  to  any  registered 
blind  person  since  the  charge  of  2/6d.  made  by  the  local  authority  to 
disabled  persons,  is  paid  by  the  Swansea  and  Distriot  Friends  of  the 
Blind. 

Grants  were  provided  in  some  needy  cases  by  the  National  Assistance  Board 
and  Gardner  Trust,  but  the  chief  source  was  the  Swansea  and  Distriot 
Friends  of -the  Blind  who  paid  157  grants  of  £5*  0.  Od.  each  and  others 
of  varying  amounts. 

Apparatus  necessary  for  blind  persons  was  paid  for  by  the  Swansea  and 
District  Friends  of  the  Blind. 

Examinations  by  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  Carried  out  to  ascertain  if  persons 
were  eligible  for  registration  as  blind  numbered  66.  In  some  oases 
the  examinations  lead  to  helpful  treatment. 
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Registration 

The  number  of  persons  newly  registered  as  blind  during  1965,  in  accordance  with  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  numbered 
35.  11  people  left  the  area,  6 entered  the  area,  6 persons  were  decertified  on  improvement  of  vision  and  there  were  33  deaths 
leaving  the  total  number  of  the  blind  register  on  31st  Deoember  1965  &s  331 , — 9 less  than  1964* 
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In  common  with  the  position  in  the  British  Isles  as  a,  whole,  it  will  be  seen  that  almost  two-thirds  of  the  blind  people  on  the 
register  are  aged  65  and  over,,  and  that  17  of  these  are  aged  90  or  over.

Water  Duty  Personnel 

As  an  essential  precaution  against  the  employment  of  carriers  of  cases 
of  enteric  or  other  intestinal  diseases  on  water  supply  work,  all  new  em- 
ployees suoh  as  labourers,  reservoir  attendants  etc.,  are  first  subjected 
to  laboratory  tests  of  urine,  faeoes  and  blood  specimens.  30  suoh  men  were 
tested  in  1 965  and  all  were  passed  as  SAFE  for  suoh  employment.

OBSERVATIONS. 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  standard  of  Milk  which  is  being  retailed 
in  the  Borou^i  continues  to  be  very  high  and  reflects  great  credit  upon 
those  engaged  in  the  industry.  Samples  from  supplies  of  School  Milk  were 
9,  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Amendment)  Regulations, 
1965  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October  1965.  In  that  they  prescribe 
a new  Special  Designation  “Ultra  Heat  Treated”  in  relation  to  Milk  which  has 
been  treated  by  the  U'ltra  High  temperature  method,  also  prescribe  special 
conditions  subject  to  which  licences  to  use  the  new  special  Designation 
are  granted,  a test  which  must  be  satisfied,  and  forms  of  licence  to 
authorise  use  of  the  new  Special  Designation, 

GUINEA  PIG-  INOCULATIONS. 

12  Guinea  Pig  inoculations  were  made  during  the  year  and  at  post 
mortom  there  was  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

ANTIBIOTICS  IN  MILK  IN  GREAT  BRITAIN. 


Since  the  inception  of  the  report  concerning  antibiotics  in  milk,  the 
department  carried  out  extensive  survey  up  to  the  19th  August,  1964.  After 
this  date  the  circular  F.S.H.  15/64  recommended  that  in  areas  where  dairies 
have  the  facilities  for  testing  (ex-farm)  milk  the  Local  Authority  should 
not  do  so.

These  tests  were  regularly  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
bacteriological  samples  and  all  cases  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Regular  tests  have  been  carried  out  at  the  municipal  baths 
regarding  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in  the  water.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  break-point  chlorination  is  still 
operating  very  satisfactorily  at  these  baths. 

Plumbo  - solvent  Action. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  plumbo- solvency  occurred 
within  the  Borough. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  for  the  use  of  the  General  Public 
also  two  for  the  use  of  schools  situated  at  Bishop  Gore  Grammer 
School,  and  at  Mynyddback  Comprehensive  School.  One  also  is  situated 
at  Swansea  University. 

The  water  for  all  the  above  baths  is  derived  from  the  mains 
supply.  Each  baths  is  fully  equipped  for  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  as  a continuous  flow  process,  which,  therefore,  obviate 
the  necessity  of  frequent  changing  of  the  water.  Periodic  checks 
have  been  observed  for  the  break-point  chlorination  and  P.H.  Readings 
in  order  to  maintain  a satisfactory  sterilization,  alkalinity  and 
acidity  standard  within  the  region  of  7.5  to  8. 

At  the  municipal  swimming  baths  break-point  chlorination  was 
resorted  to  in  order  to  maintain  the  free  available  chlorine  between 
1.5  and  1.8.  The  department  has  kept  close  observations  on  these 
readings,  and  the  method  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  Examination, 

The  waters  of  the  above  baths  were  sampled  and  reports  indicated 
that  the  sterilisation  carried  out  was  satisfactory. 

Chemical  Examination. 

22  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  but  the  Public  Analyst  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  biological  character  of  the  Cray  supply  would  be  much  improved 
by  filtration.

The  duties  in  the  main  consisted  of  making  a survey  of  all  the 
business  premises  in  Swansea,  acquainting  employers  of  their  responsibility 
Under  the  Act,  serving  notioes  in  respect  of  deficiencies  found  in  properties, 
and  also  ensuring  that  all  premises  the  Act  applied  to  were  registered  by 
this  Authority* 

Regulations  dealing  with  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities 
will  come  into  effect  during  1966,  and  provisions  regarding  the  overcrowding 
of  premises  will  not  come  into  effect  until  1967*  Employers  were  advised 
of  these  regulations  and  were  requested  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the 
standard  required  by  1966.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


During  the  year  1965*  Local  Inquiries  were  held  in  respect  of 
12  Clearance  Orders  and  19  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders. 

In  the  case  of  the  Clearance  Orders  all  were  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  but  three  of  the  Orders  were  confirmed  with  modifications. 

Of  the  19  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  15  were  confirmed  without  modifications 
and  3 were  confirmed  with  modications.  The  Minister  refused  to  confirm 
one  order. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  case  of  one  order  that  the 
Inspector  holding  the  Inquiry  recommended  that  only  part  of  the  area 
should  be  confirmed  as  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  and  that  the  Council 
should  make  an  application  under  Section  50  of  the  Housing  Act  1957*  to 
make  a Clearance  Order  in  respeot  of  the  remainder  of  the  area# 

The  Inspector’s  recommendation  was  accepted  and  confirmed  by 
the  Minister.  This  course  was  taken  as  the  owners  of  the  land  had 
given  an  undertaking  to  demolish  the  buildings,  and  re-develop  the  land 
in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  plans  for  that  area#

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 

During  the  year  a total  of  520  samples  were  received  for  analysis  under  the  above  Act  from  the  County 
Borough  of  Swansea.  The  samples  comprised  milks  265,  foods  208  and  drugs  47  and  of  the  total,  54  (or  10.4%) 
were  reported  upon  as  unsatisfactory,  compared  with  59  out  of  532  (or  11.9%)  in  1964.  The  unsatisfactory 
samples  included  milks  27,  foods  25  and  drugs  2.

Of  the  265  samples  of  milk  examined,  260  were  of  ordinary  milk,  2 were  Appeal  to  Cow  samples  and 
3 were  Channel  Island  milks.  They  were  taken  by  the  Sampling  Officers  of  the  Department  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  at  points  of  retail  sale,  in  course  of  delivery  before  bottling  and  at  farms. 

>amples  containing  added  water 

Three  samples,  taken  formally,  contained  added  water  as  follows  :— 

H432,  4 per  cent;  H433,  6 per  cent  and  H466,  3 per  cent. 

One  informal  sample  contained  3%  of  added  water. 

In  the  case  of  the  first  two  samples,  a prosecution  resulted.  The  defendants  (two)  were  fined  £10 
each  on  each  charge  with  costs,  making  a total  of  £49.  19s.  8d.  A previous  conviction  had  been  registered 
fora  similar  offence  by  the  same  two  defendants  3 months  earlier. 

In  the  other  instances  of  added  water  warnings  were  issued  to  the  producers  concerned  and  further 
samples  taken  at  a later  date  were  satisfactory. 

Samples  deficient  in  non  fatty  solids  but  genuine 

Sixty  one  samples  of  ordinary  milk  (or  23%)  were  found  to  have  contents  of  non  fatty  solids  below  the 
presumptive  minimum  of  8.5  per  cent.  Added  water  was,  however,  absent  in  these  cases  as  shown  by  the 
freezing  point  test,  the  milks  concerned  being  of  inferior  quality  as  produced  by  the  cow.  The  percentage  of 
aiilks  in  this  category  was  somewhat  lower  than  in  1964  the  figures  then  being  27%. 
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Samples  deficient  in  fat 


Twenty  three  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  deficient  in  fat  when  compared  with  the  presumptive 
minimum  of  3 per  cent,  the  deficiencies  ranging  from  3 to  33  per  cent  This  figure  represents  8.1%  of  ordinary 
milk  samples  compared  with  6.3%  for  1964.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  this  seemingly  high  rate  of 
fat  deficiency  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  milks  sampled  were  largely  individual  churns  of  raw  milk  prior  to 
bulking  at  the  pasteurising  plants.  The  fat  deficient  samples  were  generally  morning  milks  accompanied  by 
the  much  richer  evening  milk  so  that  the  bulked  sample  would  in  most  cases  be  of  satisfactory  composition. 

One  sample  although  satisfactory  as  regards  fat  and  non  fatty  solids  had  a faint  pinkish  colouration 
which  was  found  to  be  due  to  traces  of  blood.  The  producer  was  notified  of  its  presence  and  a warning  given 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Average  Composition 

i he  three  samples  of  Channel  Island  milks  analysed  during  the  year  were  of  satisfactory  composition 
with  fat  contents  above  the  4 per  cent  minimum  required;  the  average  composition  was  4.13%  milk  fat  and 
8.90%  non  fatty  solids. 


The  average  composition  of  all  ordinary  milk  samples  examined  is  given  in  the  following  table 
together  with  corresponding  figures  for  1964.

ARTICLES1  OTHER  THAN  MILK 

Of  the  208  foods  and  47  drugs  examined  during  the  year,  27  were  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory  or 
showing  some  irregularity. 

The  samples  receiving  adverse  comments  can  be  classified  roughly  into  four  groups.  Sixteen  samples 
showed  defects  in  composition,  four  contained  preservative  contrary  to  the  regulations,  one  had  a labelling 
fault  and  six  were  the  subject  of  complaint  from  the  public. 

1.  Compositional  Defects 

Butter  Cream  Flap  Jacks  and  Cream  Doughnuts  contained  fillings  which  resembled  cream  in  appear- 
ance but  contained  no  milk  fat.  Such  descriptions  are  contrary  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Milk  Loaf 
contained  skimmed  milk  solids  but  no  milk  fat  whereas  the  Bread  and  Flour  Regulations,  1963,  requires  at 
least  6%  of  whole  milk  solids  (including  milk  fat). 

Canned  meat  products  were  the  subject  of  Revised  proposals  for  Regulations  in  1965.  Three  samples 
failed  to  reach  these  proposed  minimum  standards  Leg  and  Wing  of  Chicken  contained  only  65%  of  meat, 
the  remaining  35%  consisting  of  jelly  and  added  water.  This  product  should  have  been  labelled  Leg  and  Wing 
of  Chicken  with  jelly  and  should  also  have  contained  at  least  ^0%  of  meat;  Roast  Beef  with  rich  gravy 
contained  65%  of  meat  instead  of  the  recommended  70%  and  Veal  Sorrento  with  only  25%  of  meat  was  well 
below  the  general  category  minimum  of  35% 

Other  meat  products  were  also  the  subject  of  proposals  for  regulations  during  the  year  under  review. 
Both  Black  Pudding  and  Faggots  were  included  under  a proposed  minimum  standard  of  65%.  A sample  of  Black 
Pudding,  however,  contained  only  49%  of  meat,  and  6 out  of  10  Faggot  samples  were  below  the  standard  with 
meat  contents  between  44%  and  49%.  On  the  other  hand  4 of  the  Faggot  samples  had  meat  contents  of  67%» 
68%,  71%  and  90%. 
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For  sausages,  the  standards  adopted  by  most  Public  Analysts  are  65%  of  meat  in  the  case  of  I pork  and 
50%  for  beef  sausages,  with  at  least  half  of  the  minimum  in  the  form  of  lean  fat  free  meat.  A Pork  Sausage 
containing  only  28%  of  lean  meat  was  therefore  deficient  in  this  ingredient,  as  was  one  Beef  Sausage  sample 
(out  of  7)  which  contained  only  19%  of  lean  meat. 

Halibut  Liver  Oil  Capsules  contained  only  3000  units  of  vitamin  A instead  of  the  4500  units  declared 
on  the  label  i.e.  a 33%  deficiency.  This  loss  of  vitamin  A was  due  to  deterioration  in  storage,  the  date  of 
manufacture  being  1961. 

2.  Preservatives 

A sample  of  Beef  Sausages  contained  sulphur  dioxide  preservative  to  the  extent  of  610  parts  per 
million.  This  was  in  excess  of  the  maximum  of  450  p.p.m.  which  may  be  used  provided  its  presence  is  declared 
by  label  or  notice. 

Three  samples  of  Prunes  of  the  same  brand  (imported  from  California)  contained  between  150  and  200 
parts  per  million  of  sorbic  acid.  Although  certain  foods  are  allowed  to  contain  this  fungistat  there  is  no 
provision  in  the  Preservative  Regulations,  1961  for  its  addition  to  prunes.  It  is  understood  that  representations 
are  being  made  by  the  trade  for  its  permitted  use  in  dried  fruit. 

3.  Labelling 

Sugar  free  pastilles  gave  a list  of  ingredients  on  the  label  but  failed  to  state  the  presence  of  artificial 
colouring  matter.  The  Labelling  of  Food  Order  requires  that  a prepacked  food,  unless  specifically  exempt, 
shall  give  a list  of  all  ingredients. 

4.  Complaints  from  members  of  the  pnblic 

The  department  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  continues  to  receive  complaints  from  members  of 
the  public  regarding  the  quality  of  food  or  drugs.  Where  necessary  these  may  be  submitted  to  your  Public 
Analyst  for  examination.  The  articles  received  during  the  year  included  a fair  variety  of  type,  and  are  describ- 
ed briefly  below. 

Whisky  had  become  blackened  due  to  the  presence  of  an  iron  wire  clip  which  had  corroded.  The  result- 
ant dissolved  iron  was  present  to  the  extent  of  15  p.p.m.  and  had  reacted  with  natural  tannins  to  produce  the 
black  discoloration. 

A sample  bought  as  Canned  Oxtail  Soup  turned  out  to  be  identical  in  every  respect  to  the  dog  food 
“Chappie".  The  labels  of  the  individual  cans  had  detached  and  had  been  stuck  back  incorrectly  in  the  shop. 

Kipper  Snacks  (2  cans)  were  in  very  bad  condition;  one  showed  perforation  of  the  plate  and  both  were 
heavily  stained  with  tin  and  iron  compounds. 

Minced  Pork  contained  a number  of  violet!coloured  spots.  These  were  found  to  be  due  to  methyl  violet, 
the  colouring  ingredient  in  many  indelible  pencils  and  marking  inks. 

Breakfast  cereal  contained  a lump  of  brown  substance  which  was  objectionable  in  appearance. 
Examinatipn  showed  this  to  consist  of  a mass  of  malt  and  starch,  ingredients  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
product,  which  had  somehow  lumped  together. 

A bottle  of  medicine  (phenobarbitone  in  syrup)  had  developed  a growth  of  black  mould  above  the  liquid 
level.  Since  no  preservative  was  present,  the  two  weeks  interval  between  dispensing  and  analysis  would  have 
been  sufficient  to  allow  growth  to  have  occurred  in  a preparation  of  this  type,  so  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
state  definitely  the  origin  of  the  contamination. 

Chemical  analysis  of  five  other  articles  — Corned  Beef  (2),  Biscuits,  Tea  and  Canned  Ham  did  not 
reveal  anything  which  would  account  for  the  complaint.  In  the  case  of  the  Canned  Ham  — this  was  labelled 
“Perishable  — to  be  kept  under  refrigeration.”  Such  products  are  not  fully  sterilized  and  even  when  chemical 
tests  are  negative,  bacteriologically  there  may  be  a danger  especially  if  storage  at  low  temperatures  has  not 
been  maintained. 

Action  taken  by  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  respect  of  unsatisfactory  samples  generally j resulted 
in  warnings  being  issued  to  the  manufacturer  or  retailer.  In  the  case  of  articles  deteriorated  by  prolonged 
storage,  all  old  stocks  were  withdrawn  from  sale.  Where  the  article  was  one  for  which  proposed  standards  have 
been  put  forward  (e.g.  faggots  and  black  puddings)  the  manufacturers  attention  was  drawn  to  the  proposed 
regulations.  Further  samples  were  taken  at  a later  date  in  some  instances. 
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Samples  submitted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  during  1965

PORT  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 

Ten  samples  of  imported  foods  were  examined  for  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority.  Eight  of  these 
were  canned  products  Chicken  Fillets  in  Jelly,  Cocktail  Sausage  (Dutch)  Frankfurters  (Dutch),  Ox  Tongue 
(Hungarian),  Pork  Luncheon  Meat,  Sild  in  Oil  (Norwegian)  Raspberry  Pie  Filling  (Canadian)  and  Tomatoes 
(Italian). 

They  were  examined  for  tin  and  lead  and  in  the  case  of  tomatoes  for  copper  and  the  presence  of  mould 
filaments.  They  were  all  satisfactory  in  this  respect.  One  sample  — Cocktail  Sausages  — had  thejsomewhat 
low  meat  content  of  59%  compared  with  the  proposed  minimum  of  65%. 

Of  the  two  remaining  samples,  one,  Cocoa  Butter,  was  genuine  with  no  evidence  of  foreign  fats  or 
rancidity.  The  other  a sample  of  plain  flour  was  devoid  of  added  calcium  carbonate  whereas  the  Bread  and 
Flour  Regulations  require  all  flour  (other  than  specifically  exempted  categories)  to  contain  added  calcium 
carbonate  within  the  limits  of  235  to  390  milligrams  per  100  grams  of  flour. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  LEGISLATION 

During  1965,  a number  of  new  regulations  and  official  reports  governing  the  composition  of  food 
appeared  and  included  the  following:— 

The  Cheese  Regulations  1965  These  regulations,  which  do  not  come  into  operation  until  February,  1967 
specify  requirements  for  the  composition  and  description  of  cheese,  including  hard  cheese,  soft  cheese,  cream 
cheese,  whey  cheese,  processed  cheese  and  cheese  spread.  These  requirements  also  apply  to  these  articles 
when  sold  as  part  of  a compound  product.  The  ingredients  which  are  permitted  in  cheese,  processed  cheese 
and  cheese  spread  are  specified  (e.g.  preservatives,  colouring  matters  etc.)  and  requirements  for  labelling  and 
advertising  are  laid  down. 

The  Dried  Milk  Regulations  1965  These  regulations  revoke  the  Dried  Milk  Regulations,  1964  and  provide, 
amoung  other  changes,  a minimum  and  maximum  milk  fat  content  for  all  varieties  of  dried  milk,  except  dried 
skimmed  milk.  For  this  the  upper  limit  has  been  reduced  from  8 per  cent  to  1,5  per  cent  and  the  description 
“dried  low  fat  skimmed  milk"  is  allowed  as  an  alternative.  A maximum  moisture  content  is  prescribed  for  all 
dried  milks  and  there  are  detailed  labelling  requirements. 
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The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Amendment)  Regulations  1965)  These  regulations  prescribe  a new  special 
designation  “Ultra  Heat  Treated”  for  milk  treated  by  the  ultra  high  temperature  method  and  lay  down  special 
conditions  for  licenses  to  use  this  designation  and  a test  which  must  be  satisfied. 

Food  Standards  Committee  Report  on  Flavouring  Agents  The  committee  reviewed  the  subject  of  the  use  of 
flavouring  agents  as  additives  to  food  and  recommended  as  a temporary  measure  a list  of  substances  which 
should  be  prohibited.  These  included  coumarin,  saffrole,  nitrobenzoic  and  certain  natural  essential  oils. 

They  regard  the  use  of  a prohibited  list  only  as  a transitional  stage  so  that  eventually  regulations  would  be 
introduced  based  upon  a list  of  permitted  flavouring  agents.  Such  a list  should  be  based  on  adequate  toxicity 
data,  which  are  at  present  being  accumulated.  The  large  number  of  chemical  substances  involved  can  be 
seen  from  the  appendix  to  the  report. 

A review  of  all  flavouring  materials  is  contemplated  in  5 years  time. 

Food  Standards  Committee  Report  on  Meat  and  Fish  Pastes  This  report  reviewed  the  existing  position 
regarding  these  and  similar  commodities.  It  recommends  that  meat  pastes  should  contain  at  least  70%  of  meat 
instead  of  the  present  55%;  “Potted”,  “Chopped”  or  “Flaked”  Fish  or  Meat  should  contain  at  least  95%  of 
fish  or  meat  with  no  added  binder,  and  at  least  70%  for  the  corresponding  product  "with  jelly”.  Fish  or  meat 
products  “with  butter”  should  contain  at  least  6%  of  butter  fat. 

Limits  are  also  proposed  for  the  amount  of  fat  allowed  to  be  counted  as  fish  or  meat,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  existing  Codes  of  Practice  dealing  with  the  proportions  of  different  fish  or  meat  in  a 
compound  article  should  be  revised  as  soon  as  possible. 

A very  considerable  number  of  proposals  for  regulations  were  put  forward  in  1965  and  are j summarised 

briefly 

Canned  Meat  The  new  proposals  for  canned  meat  list  13  descriptions  of  meat  products  with  prescribed 
minimum  standards  viz  Meat,  Corned  Meat,  Minced  Meat,  Chopped  Meat,  Cured  Meat  (at  least  95%  of  meat). 
Meat  with  jelly  (80%);  Meat  with  gravy  or  sauce  (70%);  Meat  with  cereal  (80%);  Meat  Roll  or  Loaf  (65%) ; 
Meat  Roll  or  Loaf  with  stuffing  (50%). 

Any  other  canned  meat  product  in  which  meat  is  a major  ingredient  (35%) 

The  percentage  of  fat  which  may  be  reckoned  as  meat  is  prescribed  and  there  are  also  labelling  requirements. 
For  Meat  Pies,  the  proposals  are  substantially  as  before;  i.e.  25%  of  meat  for  a meat  pie  and  12%%  of  meat 
for  a meat  and  vegetable  pie  or  Cornish  Pasty.  A modified  proviso  as  to  the  actual  weight  of  meat  permissible 
in  meat  pies  of  different  weights  is  introduced. 

Sausages  and  other  meat  products  are  comprehensively  covered  in  the  proposals.  Pork  Sausage;  Black 
Pudding;  Polony;  Liver,  Breakfast  or  Luncheon  Sausage,  — not  less  than  65%  of  meat;  Sausage  and  Sausage 
Meat  — 50%  Frankfurter,  Vienna  or  Salami  Sausage  — not  canned  80%,  Canned  65%. 

There  are  also  proposed  standards  for  meat  with  jelly,  meat  with  cereal,  meat  loaf  or  roll,  with  and 
without  stuffing  and  any  other  meat  products.  These  refer  to  the  uncanned  product  and  are  in  line  with  those 
for  the  canned  variety. 

Colouring  Matter  in  Food  Regulations  (Revision)  Important  proposed  changes  include  prohibition  of  the 
addition  of  colouring  matter  to  tea,  coffee,  white  bread,  condensed  or  dried  milk.  Only  the  natural  colouring 
matter  annatto  will  be  permitted  in  butter  and  only  caramel  in  bread  other  than  white  bread.  Six  out  of  the 
presently  permitted  30  synthetic  colourings  will  be  withdrawn  and  an  additional  black  colour  allowed. 

Detailed  specifications  for  the  purity  of  food  colours  will  be  included;  these  will  limit  metallic  and  certain 
toxic  organic  impurities,  and  also  the  content  of  intermediates  and  subsidiary  dyes.  Labelling  requirements 
for  food  colours  are  also  proposed. 

Antioxidant  in  Food  Regulations  (Revision)  The  new  proposals  will  make  it  an  offence  to  sell  any  food  for 
babies  or  infants  which  contains  any  antioxidant.  It  is  recommended  that,  pending  completion  of  new  investig- 
ations on  the  safety  of  butylated  hydroxytoluene  (BHT),  the  permitted  levels  of  this  antioxidant  be  halved. 

A proposal  is  made  to  allow  the  use  of  ethoxyquin  at  a level  of  3 p.p.m.  on  apples  and  pears,  for  the  prevention 
of  “apple  scald”.  Diphenylamine,  at  a level  of  5 p.p.m.,  is  also  tentatively  suggested  for  the  same  purpose. 

Mineral  Hydrocarbons  in  Food  Regulations  These  regulations  produced  in  1964  define  the  purity  of  any 
mineral  hydrocarbon  which  may  be  used  in  food.  The  prescribed  method  of  analysis  is  to  be  replaced  by  a 
more  detailed  procedure  and  the  proposals,  occupying  twelve  pages,  are  almost  entirely  concerned  with  the 
details  of  the  new  test. 

Butter  and  Margarine  Regulations  These  will  prescribe,  in  addition  to  the  maximum  water  content  of  16%,  a 
minimum  fat  content  of  80%,  and  in  the  case  of  butter  a maximum  non  fatty  milk  solids  content  of  2%.  There 
are  also  labellingprovisions. 
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Coffee,  Coffee  Mixtures  and  Coffee  Extract  Regulations  The  standards  of  composition  proposed  are  consider- 
ably more  comprehensive  than  before  and  include  definitions  and  prescribed  caffeine  contents  for  dried  coffee 
and  chicory  (1%  caffeine)  dried  coffee  and  fig  (2.7%  caffeine)  and  liquid  extract  of  coffee  and  fit  (0.4% 
caffeine).  For  decaffeinated  coffee  a maximum  of  0.1%  caffeine  is  proposed.  Detailed  descriptions  or 
designations  for  the  many  varietiesof  coffee  mixtures  and  extracts  are  also  laid  down. 

• 

Revision  of  Labelling  of  Food  Order  This  very  detailed  document  occupying  24  pages  cannot  be  adequately 
summarised  in  a few  lines.  Some  of  the  more  important  new  features  are  : definitions  of  a number  of  foodstuffs; 
the  almost  universal  requirement  to  declare  the  presence  of  preservatives,  colourings,  antioxidants,  artificial 
sweeteners  and  other  additives;  the  labelling  of  tenderised  meat,  of  intoxicating  liquor  and  of  other  stated 
foods.  The  first  schedule  to  the  regulations  includes  specific  exemptions,  the  second  and  third  schedule 
covering  requirements  for  certain  raw  foods  and  fish. 

Proposals  also  appeared  in  1965  for  Ice-cream  and  salad  cream. 

Codes  of  Practice 

Negotiated  between  the  Local  Authorities  Joint  Advisory  Committee  on  Food  Standards,  and  represent- 
atives of  the  food  industry.  Codes  of  Practice  represent  an  agreement  on  standards  of  composition  of  food. 

Such  agreements  can  be  a preliminary  to  the  laying  down  of  a food  standard  regulation.  During  1965,  Code 
of  Practice  No.  4 — Canned  Fruit  and  Vegetables  and  No.  5 — Canned  Beans  in  tomato  sauce  were  established. 
The  former  covers  standards  of  fill  compositions  and  size  for  Fruit  and  vegetables  with  additional  specific- 
ations for  fruit  salad  and  fruit  cocktail,  apple  puree,  processed  peas  and  butter  beans.  Code  No.  5 requires 
minimum  total  solids,  tomato  solids  and  sugar  contents  and  freedom  from  artificial  colouring. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION

Measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution  have  been  made  in  Swansea  since  January,  1954.  They  are 
made  at  sites  and  with  apparatus  approved  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research)  ({now  the 
Ministry  of  Technology)  to  which  organisation  the  results  are  sent  every  month  for  collation  and  publication. 
Besides  being  of  local  interest,  therefore,  they  are  a valuable  contribution  to  a nation-wide  survey.  Since 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  came  into  operation,  these  measurements  have  assumed  even  greater  importance  for 
they  {provide  the  only  means  of  assessing  quantitatively  any  improvement  in  pollution.of  the  air  resulting  from 
the  implementation  of  this  Act. 

A standard  deposit  gauge  and  a lead  peroxide  apparatus  for  the  measurement  of  the  activity  of  the 
activity  of  the  sulphur  gases  in  the  air  have  been  maintained  since  1954  by  the  public  health  inspectorate 
under  the  general  supervision  of  Mr.  D.  F.  Jones  the  Chief  Inspector,  at  each  of  three  sites,  viz.  the  Scala 
Cinema  in  Pentre  Guinea  Road,  St.  Thomas,  at  Church  Road,  Llansamlet,  and  at  the  Guildhall.  The  monthly 
analyses  (deposit  gauges  and  lead  candles)  are  carried  out  by  your  Public  Analyst’s  laboratory  as  this  is  work 
which  requires  laboratory  facilities.  Daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  levels  have  been  made 
at  various  sites  since  1959.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  chiefly,  Mr.  0.  G.  Davies, 
assistance  being  given,  when  required,  by  your  Public  Analysts  laboratory. 

The  four  sites  in  active  operation  during  1965  included  Morriston  Clinic,  Norton  Villa  Clinic, 
Llansamlet  Clinic  and  Llansamlet  Police  Station. 

Deposit  Gauge  and  Lead  Peroxide  Data  1965 

The  monthly  results  obtained  from  the  analysis  of  the  contents  of  deposit  gauges  and  lead  peroxide 
candles  at  the  three  sites  concerned  are  given  in  Table  A,  B and  C.  Table  D compares  the  total  amounts  of 
undissolved  and  dissolved  matter  deposited  during  the  year  at  the  three  sites,  while  the  variation  during  the 
8 year  period  1958  — 1965  is  indicated  in  Table  E. 

Whilst  monthly  and  even  yearly  results  tend  to  fluctuate  due  to  the  influence  of  many  variable 
meteorlogical  factors,  when  averaged  over  a five  year  period  it  may  then  be  possible  to  see  definite  trends. 

This  procedure  is  adopted  by  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  (now  under  the  Ministry  of  Technology)  in  their 
investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  changes. 

The  figures  given  in  tables  D and  E are  in  tons  per  square  mile  per  year  which  is  now  a familiar  unit. 
The  Ministry  of  Technology,  however,  prefer  to  express  data  in  terms  of  milligrams  per  jsquarejmetre  per  day; 
the  conversion  of  the  given  data  can  be  readily  made  by  multiplying  by  1.075  so  thatthe  numerical  change  is 
not  great. 

Inspection  of  Table  D shows  the  Guildhall  site  to  be  much  cleaner  than  the  other  two  while  Table  E 
demonstrates  a general  decline  in  the  total  deposited  matter  at  the  three  sites  for  the  8 year  period  1958—65. 
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The  average  figures  for  insoluble  deposit  for  St.  Thomas,  Llansamlet  and  the  Guildhall  in  1965  were 
94,  79,  and  46  tons  per  square  mile  respectively.  The  average  for  the  whole  country  is  approximately  105 
tons  per  square  mile  per  year,  the  majority  of  urban  areas  being  between  50  and  150.  The  average  for  the  six 
highest  stations  in  the  United  Kingdom  was  approximately  480  tons  per  square  mile  per  year  (1963—64  figures). 
The  six  lowest  stations  averaged  approximately  50  tons  per  square  mile  per  year. 

Sulphur  pollution  data  as  measured  by  the  lead  peroxide  method  are  given  at  the  bottom  of  Tables  A, 

B,  C for  each  rrionth,  the  seasonal  and  yearly  variations  being  shown  for  the  three  stations  in  Table  F.  This 
method  is  an  empirical  measure  of  sulphur  activity  and  is  calculated  as  the  amount  of  sulphur  trioxide 
absorbed  by  a 100  sq.  cm.  surface  of  lead  peroxide  per  day.  In  these  units  a clean  rural  atmosphere  may  be 
as  low  as  0.25  mgms,  whereas  an  industrial  area  may  reach  5 or  more  mgms.  per  day.  It  can  be  seen  that  the 
yearly  average  for  Guildhall  and  Llansamlet  for  1965  are  fairly  low  at  0.85  and  0.83  units  respectively, 
whereas  St.  Thomas  is  decidedly  higher  at  1.38  units.  All  three  sites  show  lower  figures  than  in  1964. 

The  biggest  decline  over  the  years  is  seen  in  the  St.  Thomas  station. 

Smoke  and  Sulphur  dioxide  Concentrations  in  the  Atmosphere  obtained  by  the  Volumetric  Method 

This  work  is  carried  out  daily  at  four  sites  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  figures  given  are 
entirely  the  result  of  their  work.  Where  technical  advice  is  required  thisisof  course,  freely  available  from 
this  laboratory.  The  methods  used  consist  essentially  of  drawing  air  through  filter  paper  to  trap  the  smoke 
as  a grey  stain,  and  then  through  dilute  hydrogen  peroxide  to  trap  the  sulphur  dioxide.  The  intensity  of  the 
stains  are  measured  using  a reflectometer  and  the  sulphuric  acid  formed  is  titrated. 

I have  been  asked  to  include  the  figures  obtained  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  my  annual 
report  in  order  to  complete  the  picture  of  atmospheric  pollution  studies  being  carried  out  at  Swansea.  Table  G 
shows  the  daily  values  for  each  month  of  the  year  for  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  at  the  four  sites,  Morriston 
Clinic,  Norton  Villa  Clinic,  Llansamlet  Clinic,  Llansamlet  Police  Station  and  Table  H tabulates  the  changes 
from  1962  to  1965.  Looking  at  the  daily  average  values  it  can  be  seen  that  the  smoke  concentrations  are 
declining  at  Morriston  Clinic  (except  for  1964),  Llansamlet  Clinic  and  Llansamlet  Police  Station.  A general 
fall  in  sulphur  dioxide  concentration  is  seen  at  the  two  Llansamlet  sites  since  1962,  the  figures  for  1965  at 
Morriston  Clinic  being  also  somewhat  lower.  The  Norton  Villa  site,  being  in  a clean  area  shows  consistently 
low  values  over  the  period  concerned. 

The  work  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  in  clean  air  control  is  clearly  playing  a 
part  in  maintaining  steady  improvement  over  the  years.  Industry,  for  its  part,  has  also  given  fullest 
co-operation  in  installing  devices  to  reduce  pollution. 

Although  it  can  be  erroneous  to  compare  regions  and  areas  having  different  characteristics,  it  may  be 
of  interest  to  note  that  1959  — 60  figures  for  Wales  and  the  South  of  England  (considered  as  a region)  were 
97  and  118  micrograms  per  cubic  metre  for  sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke  respectively.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  the  Inner  London  Area  were  274  and  219  micrograms  per  cubic  metre.  In  1963  — 64  the  six  highest 
stations  in  the  United  Kingdom  averaged  373  and  329  micrograms  per  cubic  centimetre  for  sulphur  dioxide  and 
smoke  respectively.  The  corresponding  six  lowest  stations  averaged  26  and  28  micrograms  per  cubic  centimetre 
respectively.  Compared  with  these  figures  the  values  at  the  Swansea  sites  are  below  average  with  respect  to 
both  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide.  That  this  is  so  is  partly  related  to  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  the  coal 
burnt  both  domestically  and  industrially  in  Swansea  is  of  the  smokeless  type,  with  volatiles  less  than  19%. 

Only  about  5%  of  the  coals  used  are  imported  from  the  English  Coalfields  and  are  not  classified  as  smokeless.

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MISCELLANEOUS  SAMPLES 


Waters  A total  of  23  samples  of  water,  including  2 swimming  beths  samples  and  one  cellar  water  were 
submitted  for  analysis.  The  drinking  water  samples  were  taken  before  and  after  treatment  and  from  various 
points  on  the  distribution  network.  A small  adjustment  of  pH  value  was  recommended  in  the  case  of  the 
swimming  bath  waters. 

Effluents  Two  were  trade  discharges  containing  large  amounts  of  iron  and  the  other  was  an  effluent  from 
a septic  tank. 

Waterworks  Department 

During  the  year,  122  samples  of  water  were  received  from  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  in  the 
course  of  routine  control  of  the  treatment  process,  as  a check  on  the  quality  of  water  supplied  to  the  public 
and  in  a few  cases  to  investigate  complaints  of  taste  or  deposits.  The  samples  were  taken  at  the  Bryngwyn 
Filtration  Plant  (Usk  Reservoir),  the  Cray  Reservoir,  the  Lliw  Reservoir  and  at  other  service  reservoirs  and 
sampling  points  throughout  the  Swansea  District. 

Weughts  and  Measures  Department 

i 

Chief  Inspector  F.  W.  Brown  administers  the  Fertiliser  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Actjl926ifor  the  County 
Borough  of  Swansea.  During  the  year  a total  of  14  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  to  ascertain  whether 
the  samples  complied  with  the  requirements;  of  the  Act.  Of  these  9 were  fertilisers  and  5 were  feeding  stuffs. 

All  except  two  fully  complied  with  theistatutory  statements  of  composition  supplied  with  the  samples. 
Two  fertilisers  showed  some  variation  in  phosphoric  acid,  with  nitrogen  and  potash  contents  correct  within 
limits. 

Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department 

Five  scrapings  were  analysed  for  oil  content,  and  twelve  samples  of  trade  wastes  discharging  to 
sewers  were  examined  in  connection  with  the  new  sewage  disposal  works. 

Private  Samples 


Five  samples  of  pyrites  were  analysed  for  a private  firm  in  the  Swansea  area.
